On  motion  of  James  L.  Martin  of  Londonderry,  Mr.  James  A. 
Brown  of  Grand  Isle  was  admitted  to  bis  seat  without  producing 
his  credentials. 

The  Secretary  of  State  directed  the  House  to  the  election  of 
Speaker  for  the  two  years  ensuing,  and  no  other  nomination  being 
made  the  House  unanimously  directed  the  election  to  be  by  viva 
voce  vote,  and 
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JAMES  L.  MARTIN, 

a  representatiye  from  the  town  of  Londondeny,  was  nnanimouBly 
elected  by  a  viva  voce  vote,  and  he  was  thereupon  declared  elected 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatiyes  for  the  two  years  ensuing. 

The  Secretary  of  State  designated  Mr.  Hooker  af  Bmttleboro  and 
Mr.  Abell  of  West  Haven  to  wait  upon  the  Speaker-elect,  inform 
him  of  his  election,  and  conduct  him  to  the  chair. 

The  committee  performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  whereupon 
the  Speaker  was  duly  sworn  and  addressed  Sie  House  as  fo^ows : 

Oentlemen  of  the  House  of  Rephesentatitbs  : 

I  sincerely  thank  you  for  this  united  expression  of  confidence.  I 
accept  the  responsible  position  which  yon  have  assigned  to  me, 
greatly  distrusting  my  ability  to  perform  the  work  required  cf  your 
presi<£ng  officer ;  but  past  experience  teaches  me  that  1  may  safely 
confide  in  that  spirit  of  forgiveness  that  has  always  charactexized 
the  representative  men  of  Vermont  Relying  upon  your  intelli- 
gence and  youi'  charity,  I  enter  upon  the  duties  of  this  important 
trust,  hoping  that  we  may  all  justly  receive  the  approval  of  our  be- 
loved people,  and  merit  the  protecting  care  of  Hun  who  doeth  all 
things  well. 

The  Speaker  directed  the  House  to  the  election  of  Clerk  for  the 
two  years  ensuing,  and  no  other  nomination  being  made,  the  House 
unanimously  directed  the  election  to  be  by  mva  voce  vote,  and 

HENRY  N.  NEWELL 

of  Shelbume  was  unanimously  elected  by  a  viva  voce  vote ;  and 
presenting  himself  at  the  bar  of  the  House,  was  duly  sworn,  and 
entered  at  once  upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Mr.  Palmer  of  Jericho  offered  the  following  resolution: 
Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  infoim  the  Senate  that  the  House  is 
organized  and  ready  on  their  part  to  proceed  with  the  business  of 
the  session. 
Which  was  read  and  adopted. 

Mr.  Dartt  of  Weathei*sfield  offered  the  following  resolution : 
Resolved,  That  section  one  of  the  rules  of  the  last  session  be 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

'^  At  one  and  one-half  o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of 
the  session,  and  before  the  House  shall  be  called  to  order,  the 
Speaker  shall  dii-ect  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  cause  the  seats  to  be 
vacated  and  tiie  Clerk  shall  place  in  a  box  prepared  for  the  purpose 
ballots  designating  by  name  the  several  towns  in  the  State,  and 
.  shall  proceed  to  draw  therefrom,  impartially,  one  ballot  at  a  time 
until  ail  are  drawn,  and  as  each  ballot  is  drawn  the  member  from 
the  town  designated  by  such  ballot  shall  personally,  i/  present,  or 
may  by  proxy  if  absent,  select  his  seat,  and  shall  occupy  the  same 
during  the  drawing,  either  by  himself  or  his  pros^.  If  any  member 
from  any  town  so  drawn  should  not  be  present,  either  personally  or 
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by  proxy,  at  the  time  of  such  drawing,  the  town  next  drawn  shall 
have  preference." 

And  when  so  amended  said  rules  of  last  session  shall  be  the  rules 
of  this  House  until  others  are  adopted ; 

Which  was  read  and  adopted. 

Mr.  Spear  of  Brain  tree  offered  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  House  do  now  proceed  to  the  election  of 
Chaplain  for  the  two  years  next  ensuing ; 

Which  was  read  and  adopted. 

Whereupon  the  Speaker  directed  the  House  to  the  election  of 
that  officer,  and  the  ballots  having  been  taken  and  counted  it  ap- 
peared that  the 

Rev,  S.  B.  CURRIER 

of  Moretown  lad  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  and  he 
was  declared  duly  elected  Chaplain  for  the  two  years  next  ensuing. 

Mr.  Hinckley  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  be  directed  to  fumish  each  member 
and  officer  of  the  House  with  two  daily  newspapers,  published 
within  the  State,  to  be  selected  by  said  members  and  officers. 

The  question  being,  Shall  the  resolution  be  adopted?  Mr.  Howe  of 
Ludlow  moved  to  amend  by  striking  out  the  word  "two"  before  the 
word  daily,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  one,  which  was 
agreed  to,  and  the  resolution  as  amended  was  adopted.

I  am  hereby  directed  to  inform  the  House  that  a  quomm  of  the 
Senate  have  assembled  and  organized  by  the  election  of  C.  W.

No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  session  of  the  House,  without 
leave  from  the  House. 

Bulk  5. 

Conmiittees  shall  consider  and  report  to  the  House  upon  all  mat- 
ters referred  to  them,  and  they  may  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

BuleG. 

Committees  shall  be  made  by  the  Speaker,  but  any  appointment 
so  made  may,  on  motion  of  a  member,  be  overruled  by  the  House; 
in  which  case  the  House  shall,  on  nomination  of  a  member,  immedi- 
ately fill  the  vacancy. 
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Rule  7. 

A  member  shall  be  excused  from  service  on  any  committee  upon 
"his  request,  if,  at  the  time  of  his  appointment,  he  is  a  member  of  two 
other  committees. 

Rule  8. 

Whenever  the  House  orders  the  appointment  of  a  committee,  the 
Speaker  shall  be  entitled  to  one  recess  of  the  House  in  which  to 
make  the  appointment. 

Rule  9. 

OF  THE  BIGHTS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE   SPEAKEB  Am>  OTHER  MEMBEBB. 

The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the  House 
adjourned,  call  it  to  order  and  proceed  to  business ;  causing  the 
journals  of  the  previous  day  to  be  read  at  the  opening  of  the  House 
on  each  day,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  House.  !He  shall  pre- 
serve order,  and  may  speak  on  questions  of  order  in  preference  to 
any  other  member,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose ;  and  shall 
decide  on  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House. 


Rule  10. 

In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  gallery  or 
lobby,  the  Speaker  may  cause  the  same  to  be  cleared. 


Rule  11. 

If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  b'ansgress  the  rules  of 
the  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  other  member  may,  call  to  or- 
der, in  which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immediately 
sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain ;  and  the  House  shall,  if  ap- 
pealed to,  decide  the  same  without  debate.  If  the  decision  be  in 
£Ekvor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed ; 
if  otherwise,  and  the  case  require,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  censure 
of  the  House. 

Rule  12. 

No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  to  the  same  question 
without  permission  from  the  House  ;  nor  shall  he  speak  the  second 
time  while  the  floor  is  claimed  by  a  member  who  has  not  spoken  to 
the  question  under  consideration. 
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Rule  13. 

No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  seryice  of  the  House 
Tinless  he  have  leave  of  absence,  is  sick  or  unable  to  attend. 


Rule  14. 

The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  ordered  on  any  question,  on  demand 
of  a  member,  and  when  taken,  and  also  on  a  division  of  the  House, 
every  member  present,  except  the  Speaker,  shall  vote,  unless  excused 
by  file  House ;  but  no  member  shall  be  compelled  to  vote  who  was 
not  present  when  the  question  was  stated  from  the  chair ;  nor  shall 
any  one,  in  tddng  the  yeas  and  nays,  be  permitted  to  vote,  except  by 
unanimous  consent,  who  was  not  within  the  bar  of  the  House  when 
his  name  was  called ;  and  when  any  member  asks  leave  to  vote,  the 
Speaker  shall  propound  to  him  the  question :  "  Were  you  within  the 
bar  of  the  House  when  your  name  was  called  1"  Nor  shall  any  mem- 
ber be  permitted  to  vote  on  any  question  in  which  he  is  immediately 
or  ^ectly  interested.  No  member  or  other  person  shall  visit  or 
remain  by  the  Clerk's  table  while  the  yeas  and  nays  are  being  called, 
or  the  ballots  are  being  counted. 

Rule  15. 

In  all  cases  of  ballot,  the  Speaker  shall  vote ;  in  other  cases  he 
shall  not  be  required  to  vote,  unless  the  House  be  equally  divided, 
or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority,  will  make  the  division 
equal ;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  division,  the  question  shall  be  lost. 


Rule  16. 

A  member  in  the  minority  or  one  who  did  not  vote  on  any  ques- 
tion, shall  not  have  a  right  to  move  a  reconsideration  thereof,  nor 
shall  a  motion  for  reconsideration  be  in  order  unless  made  before 
the  dose  of  the  next  day  of  actual  session  after  that  on  which  the 
vote  was  taken. 

Rule  17. 

A  member  on  presenting  a  resolution  shall  state,  shortly,  the  ob- 
ject of  it,  and  be  held  responsible  for  the  propriety  of  expression 
therein  used. 

Rule  18. 

Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  mover,  if  required 
by  the  Speaker,  or  any  other  member. 
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Rule  19. 

The  Speaker  may  call  upon  any  member  to  discbarge  the  duties 
of  the  chair  whenever  he  shall  find  it  necessary  to  retire  from  it ; 
and  such  member  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  devolving  upon  the 
Speaker,  for  a  time  not  exceeding  four  regular  sessions,  and,  if  at 
the  expiration  of  said  time  the  Speaker  shall  be  unable  to  occupy 
the  chair,  the  House  shall  elect  from  its  members  a  Speaker 
pro  tem,  who  shall  serve  until  the  Speaker  shaU  be  able  to  re- 
sume tiie  duties  of  his  office ;  and  when  the  House  shall  go 
into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  chairman  shall  be  named  by  the 
Speaker. 

Rule  20. 

All  petitions  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  without  reading,  un- 
less the  reading  be  demanded  by  a  member. 


Rule  21. 

The  House  having  once  decided  on  any  question  it  shall  not  again 
be  brought  before  the  House  by  any  member  thereof,  in  any  form 
whatever,  during  the  same  session. 


Rule  22. 

When  a  motion  shall  be  made  for  a  call  of  the  House,  the  call 
shall  be  ordered  if  said  motion  is  sustained  by  a  majority  of  the 
members  present. 

Rule  23. 

No  motion  to  amend  the  rules  of  the  House  shall  be  acted  upon 
until  it  shall  have  been  before  the  House  at  least  twenty-four  hours. 


Rule  24. 

The  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  Treasurer,  and  Secretary 
of  State,  Auditor  of  Accounts,  Secretary  of  Civil  and  Military  Af- 
ftdrs,  and  members  of  the  State  Senate,  Senators  and  Members  of 
Congress,  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  and  Circuit  Courts,  the  Dis- 
trict Judge,  Collector,  Attorney,  and  Marshal  of  the  United  States, 
and  such  as  have  previously  held  those  offices ;  the  clergy,  and  such 
as  may  be  introduced  by  a  member,  shall  be  admitted  to  seats  on 
the  floor  of  the  House. 
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Rule  25. 

Counsel  may  be  admitted  to  advocate  any  cause  if  permitted  by 
three-fourths  of  the  members  present. 


Rule  26. 

No  bill  shall  pass  the  House  until  it  shall  have  been  read  three 
several  times,  the  last  of  which  shall  be  at  least  twenty-four  hours 
after  the  first  reading,  and  the  third  reading  of  all  bills  of  a  pubhc 
nature  shall  be  ordered  for  some  paiticular  day. 


Rule  27. 

All  bills  shall  be  read  a  second  time  by  their  titles  only,  unless  the 
reading  shall  be  demanded  by  a  member ;  and  all  bills  after  the 
second  reading,  and  all  petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  resolu- 
tions and  other  papers,  calling  for  legislative  action  (except  such  as 
have  been  reported  by  a  committee),  no  objection  being  made„  shall 
be  referred  by  the  Speaker  to  approx)riate  committees. 

Rule  28. 

No  bill  for  the  charter,  re  charter  or  increase  of  capital  of  any 
bank,  or  for  the  altei-ation  of  county  or  town  hues,  or  the  removal 
or  alteration  of  shires,  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House,  unless  it  is 
made  to  appear  to  the  committee  to  which  it  may  have  been  referred 
that  the  required  notice  has  been  given. 

Rule  29. 

The  subject  matter  of  a  bill  shall  be  briefly  indicated  in  the  title 
bv  the  mover  at  the  time  of  its  introduction ;  and  every  bill  and  res- 
olution shall  be  properly  folded,  and  the  name  of  the  mover,  and  the 
town  he  represents,  shall  be  legibly  written  on  the  bottom  of  the 
same  before  it  shall  be  offered. 

Rule  30. 

A  two'thirds  vote  of  all  present  shall  be  required  for  the  suspen- 
sion of  any  rule  of  the  House. 

Rule  31. 

MOTIONS. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  bo  deter- 
mined without  debate. 
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BuLE  32. 

Motions  on  bills  and  resolutions  shrill  be  sustained  in  the  follow- 
ing order : 

1.  To  dismiss. 

2.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  commit. 

5.  To  amend. 

Rule  33. 

If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  points,  the  same  shall 
be  divided  on  the  demand  of  a  member.  A  motion  to  strike  out  or 
insert  shall  not  be  divided,  but  the  rejection  of  a  motion  to  strike 
out  and  insert  one  proposition  shall  not  preclude  a  motion  to  strike 
out  and  insert  a  different  one,  or  a  motion  simply  to  strike  out  pre- 
vent a  subsequent  one  to  strike  out  and  inseil;. 

•      Rule  34. 

In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time  shall  be 
the  first  in  order. 

Rule  35. 

OBDEB   07   BUSINESS. 

The  first  hour  of  each  morning's  sitting  may  be  devoted  to  the 
reception  and  disposal  of  petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  mo- 
tions, resolutions  and  the  introduction  of  bills ;  after  which  the 
orders  of  the  day,  or  other  proper  business,  shall  be  announced, 
always  commencing  with  the  unfinished  business  of  the  last  sitting. 
The  first  hour  of  the  afternoon's  sitting  may  be  occupied  in  the  re- 
ceiving and  disposing  of  reports  of  committees,  and  in  completing 
the  business  of  the  morning  hour ;  at  the  expiration  of  which,  the 
House  will  again  take  up  the  orders  of  the  day.

BEPOBTS. 

Reports  of  committees  may  be  signed  by  any  member  in  behalf 
of  the  committee,  and  made  to  the  House,  by  laying  the  same  on 
the  Speaker's  table  during  a  session.

A  joint  assembly  shall  be  formed  by  an  union  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  in  the  Hall  of  the  latter,  at  such  time  and 
for  such  specific' purpose  only  as  may  be  expressed  in  a  concurrent 
resolution  of  both  Hooses ;  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time  dur- 
ing the  session  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  President  of  the 
Senate  shall  in  all  cases  preside  over,  and  the  Secretaiy  of  State,  or, 
in  his  absence,  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  shall  officiate  as  Clerk ; 
and  the  rules  of  the  Senate  as  far  as  applicable  shall  h6  observed  in 
regulating  the  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly. 


2. 

The  proceedings  of  every  joint  assembly,  including  the  resolution 
ordering  the  same,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Clerk  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  pui'pose,  which  shall  be  preserved  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  fuiiiished  to  the  Governor  by  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  shall  also  be  published  with  the  Journal  of 
the  Proceedings  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 


At  the  commencement  of  each  session  the  following  joint  standing 
committees,  consisting  of  two  Senators  and  three  Representatives, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two  Houses  re- 
spectively, to  wit: 

A  Committee  on  Joint  Rules. 
A  Connniftee  on  the  Library. 

Also  the  following  joint  standing  committees,  to  consist  of  three 
Senators  and  five  Representatives,  to  wit : 

A  Committee  on  the  House  of  Correction. 
A  Committee  on  the  Reform  School. 
A  Committee  on  Game  and  Fishenios. 
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A  joint  committee  of  three  Senators  and  three  Eepresentatives 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officers  of  the  two  Houses  re- 
spectively, to  whom  may  be  refeiTed  all  documents  transmitted  by 
the  Governor  for  the  use  of  the  General  Assembly,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  that  House  from  which  they  were  received. 


The  committee  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  to 
whom  the  same  subject  matter  shall  have  been  referred,  may,  for  the 
purpose  of  facilitating  business,  meet  together  as  a  joint  committee, 
and  make  a  joint  or  separate  report  to  either  or  both  Houses,  as 
they  may  think  expedient 

6. 

In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  Senate  and  House  of 
BepreseniEttives,  if  either  shall  request  a  conference  and  appoint  a 
committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the  other  House  shall  also  appoint 
a  committee  on  its  part,  such  committee  shall  meet  at  a  convenient 
hour,  to  be  agreed  upon  by  their  chairman,  in  the  conference  room, 
and  state  to  each  other,  verbally  or  in  writing,  the  reasons  of  each 
House  for  its  vote  on  the  subject  matter  oi  disagreement,  confer 
freely  thereon,  and  make  a  report  of  their  doings  to  their  respective 
Houses  as  soon  as  may  be. 

7. 

Committees  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  an  equal  number  from 
each  House,and  shall  return  the  papers  referred  to  them  to  that  House 
which  last  voted  upon  the  subject  matter  of  disagreement.  Tlie 
report  of  the  Conamittee  of  Conference  cannot  be  amended  or  alter- 
ed, as  that  of  other  committees  may  be.  In  all  cases  of  conference 
asked  after  a  vote  of  disagreement,  the  conferees  of  the  House  ask- 
ing it  are  to  leave  the  papers  with  the  conferees  of  the  other. 


8. 

After  each  House  shall  have  adhered  to  the  vote  of  disagree- 
ment, a  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  lost.  » 

9. 

When  bills  and  resolutions  are  on  their  passage  between  the  two 
Houses,  they  shall  be  verified  by  the  attestation  of  the  Secretary  or 
Clerk  of  each  House  respectively,  and  all  bills,  aft«r  their  third  i'ead- 
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ing  have  been  ordered,  ami  before  beiniy  read  the  thirtl  time,  shall 
be  duly  engrossed  (if  the  House  in  which  they  originated  so  or^ler) ; 
and  all  joint  resolutions  shjill  he  fairly  enjjfrossod,  after  their  passage, 
in  the  House  in  which  they  originate,  and  shall,  when  finally  passed, 
be  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  both  Houses,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  bills. 

10. 

When  a  bill  or  resolution,  which  shall  have  passed  one  House,  is 
rejected  in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  the  House  ih 
which  the  same  shall  have  passed ;  and  all  such  rejected  bills  or  res- 
olutions, with  the  accompanying  papers,  shall  be  returned  to  and 
left  in  the  custody  of  the  House  which  first  acted  on  them. 


11. 

Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  other  all  papers  on  which  any 
bill  or  resolution  shall  be  founded ;  and  should  any  bill  or  resolu- 
tion pass  both  Houses  the  same  papers  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Governor. 

12. 

No  bill,  which  shall  have  passed  one  House,  shall  be  sent  for  con- 
currence to  the  other  on  the  last  day  of  the  session.

A  two-thirds  vote  of  all  present  shall  be  required  for  the  suspen- 
sion of  any  joint  rule.

Deab  Sir  : — ^I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the 
joint  resolution  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Legislature  of  Vermont 
extending  to  me  an  invitation  to  visit  the  State  of  Vermont  as  a 
guest  of  the  Legislature,  which  was  handed  to  me  in  Boston. 

I  then  said  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  that  I  would  accept 
for  some  day  during  the  week  commencing  on  the  24th  inst,  and 
that  I  would  inform  the  Legislature  of  the  exact  day. 

I  now  write  to  express  my  regret  that  I  will  not  be  able  to  accept 
the  invil^tion  so  courteously  extended,  and  to  give  the  reason  there- 
for: Nearly  a  year  ago — and  repeated  again  this  fall — ^I  received 
urgent  invitations  to  visit  a  number  of  cities  in  the  interior  and 
western  part  of  this  State,  all  of  which  I  have  had  to  decline  until 
this  time.  Now  they  are  urgently  repeated  from  Utica  and  Syracuse, 
and  I  have  consented  to  spend  several  days  at  the  two  places  in  the 
course  of  next  week. 

This  will  take  as  much  time  as  I  can  spare  from  here  probably 
durjhg  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  Vermont.  I  thank  the 
Legislature,  however,  for  the  compliment  conferred  by  its  invitation^ 
and  express  the  pleasure  it  would  give  me  to  visit  Vermont

This  State  has  at  the  present  time  sixteen  l>eneticiariefl  in  the 
above  named  institution,  and  there  are  probivbly  quite  a  numt)€r  of 
mute  children  growing  up  in  ignorance  in  ilijfferent  pails  of  the 
State  who  should  be  sent  to  school  that  they  may  be  ntted  to  sup 
poi-t  themselves. 

Job  Williams,  Esq.,  Principal  of  the  American  Asyhun  for  the 
I>eaf  and  Dumb,  writes  me  i£at  he  will  visit  Montpelier  and  make 
an  exhibition  of  the  pupils  of  the  above  named  institution  in  the  Hall 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  if  the  Legislature  desire  to  have 
him. 

There  has  been  no  such  exhibition  in  the  State  for  more  than 
twelve  years,  and  Mr.  Williams  thinks  it  might  awaken  a  new  inter- 
est in  his  work.  The  members  of  the  Legislature  coming  from  all 
parts  of  the  State  would  afford  an  excellent  means  of  spreading  just 
the  information  which  the  teachers  of  that  sqhool  wish  to  dif«em- 
inate.  I  am  satisfied  that  such  an  exhibition  as  is  proposed  would 
be  full  of  int'^rest  and  useful  information  to  all  who  have  any  Hvmpa-, 
thy  for  this  unfortunate  class.

Jt  is  hereby  etuicted  by  the    Ge^veral   Assernhly  of  the  State  of  Ver- 
mont : 

Section  1.  The  printing  of  the  following  State  matter*  to  wit : 
The  laws,  journals  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  HI 
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repoiis  of  State  Officers  requii*ed  by  law  to  be  made  to  the  General 
Assembly,  Govenior,  or  Auditor  of  Accounts ;  all  other  piintinj^,  in- 
cluding Senate  and  House  bills,  Legislative  Directoiy,  addresses  or 
essays,  and  such  printed  letter  and  note  heads,  bill  heads,  notes, 
<*,Leck8,  orders,  drafts,  receipts,  printed  or  printed  and  ruled  blanks 
01  forms,  printed  blank  books,  ruled  or  otherwise,  for  any  or  all 
State  Officers,  offices,  departments,  institutions,  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives ;  also  Coiii-t  Dockets,  including  blank  dockets  for 
the  Judges  and  Clerks,  Juiy  calendars  and  new  entries  dockets  as 
the  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  able  to  specify  and  estimate  for,  shall 
he  furnished  hereafter  under  the  following  regulations :  In  the  first 
week  of  June,  A.  D.  1&82,  and  in  the  finst  week  of  June  biennially 
thereafter,  tlie  Secretary  of  State  shall  advertise  in  one  weekly  news- 
paper in  each  county  where  tlieie  is  one  printed,  for  separate  t^ealed 
proposals  for  State  Printing,  for  two  years  from  the  first  day  of 
August  following,  under  the  following  divisions :

Prodded,  the  Governor  or  Governor  elec^t  may  procure  the 
printing  of  his  message  to  the  €h3neral  Assembly,  to  a  number  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  copies,  of  such  person  or  firm  as  he  may 
deem  proper,  provided  furt/ier,  that  the  price  for  such  printing  shall 
not  l»e  greater  than  the  contiiict  price  for  rfttier  State  Printing  of  a 
similar  character.

The  SecretaiT  of  State  shall,  upon  application,  state  the  matter  to 
be  printed,  the  fonn  and  style  of  the  same,  and  when  the  same  or 
any  part  thereof  is  to  be  completed,  the  quality  of  stock,  the  weight 
of  paper  per  ream  of  twenty  quires  of  twenty-four  sheets,  and  the 
style  of  binding  required,  and  shall  famish  printed  blanks  for  appli- 
cants to  make  proposals  on,  and  exactly  the  same  information  and 
blanks  to  each  applicant.  All  proposals  must  state  the  quality  of 
stock,  the  weight  of  paper  per  ream  of  twcmty  quires  of  twenty-four 
sheets,  the  price  per  pound  or  per  ream,  the  price  of  composition 
per  one  thousand  ems,  embracing  the  price  for  plain  and  the  price 
for  figure  or  tabular  work,  the  price  of  press-work  per  token  of  ten 
and  one-lialf  quii'es,  embracing  the  i^rice  per  token  printed  on  one 
side,  and  the  jirice  per  copy  for  binding  in  such  style  as  may  be  des- 
ignated by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  size  of  each  printed  page  of  the  documents  men- 
tioned in  each  of  the  foregoing  divisions,  except  the  sixth  and  sev- 
enth, shall  be  six  and  thi-ee  fourths  inches  in  length,  and  five  and

I  am  charged  with  the  duty  of  presenting  for  your  consideration 
the  accompanying  resolutions  adopted  by  the  General  Conyention  of 
Congregational  Ministers  and  Churches  of  Vermont  at  its  annual 
meeting  held  in  June,  1880.  The  evil  complained  of  is  increasing, 
and  is  not  confined  to  any  single  railroad.  I  am  informed  that  the 
practice  has  been  quite  prevalent  on  some  of  the  main  railway  lines 
of  the  State  to  make  up  and  dispatch  trains  on  Sunday  for  the  eiole 
purpose  of  relieving  a  press  of  business,  and  to  make  up  and  dis- 
patch construction  tiuins  for' the  simple  reason  that  the  work  can  be 
moi-e  conveniently  done  on  that  day  than  when  the  track  is  more 
generally  occupied  with  moving  trains.  Such  practice  is  a  great  an- 
noyance to  law-abiding  citizens  and  communities  Hving  upon  the  lines 
of  such  railways,  and  has  a  demoralizing  tendency  especially  upon 
the  employes  of  the  roads,  whose  refusal  to  labor  on  such  occasions 
would  orcQnarily  be  followed  by  loss  of  employment.  I  am  advised 
that  the  present  law  prohibiting  secular  labor  on  that  day  is  wholly 
inadequate  and  inapplicable  for  the  suppression  of  the  evil,  and  would 
reach  at  best  only  the  employes.  The  nature  and  extent  of  the  evil 
complained  of,  as  well  as  the  number  and  character  of  the  petitioners, 
will,  I  am  sure,  commend  the  subject  to  your  careful  consideration, 
and  I  respectfully  request  that  it  receive  the  same.

Sir  : — The  location  of  one  of  the  lights  (that  off  Whipple's  Point) 
in  lake  Memphremagog,  estabUshed  under  the  authority  of  Con- 
gress and  the  law  of  your  State  approved  November,  1878,  is  not 
entirely  satisf aetoij ;  and  it  is  desirable  to  change  it  to  the  point 
known  as  Indian  roint  or  some  point  in  that  vicinity.  As  the  law 
of  your  State  limits  the  jurisdiction  ceded  to  the  special  point  named, 
further  legislation  will  oe  necessanr  to  attain  the  object  sought.  I 
beg  to  enclose  the  rouffh  draft  of  an  act  more  genaral  in  its  terms 
thui  that  under  which  tne  present  sites  were  estwlished,  and  would

The  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  land,  and  of  land  under 
water,  on  the  shores  of  Lake  Memphremagog,  in  the  town  of  New 
port,  is  hereby  ceded  to  the  United  States  over  a  sit«  not  exceeding 
two  hundred  feet  square  at  each  point  where  it  may  become  necessary 
to  establish  a  light  house  or  beacon,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the 
navigation  of  said  lake : 

I^rovidedj  The  United  States  shall  purchase  such  site  of  the 
owners  thereof,  and  shall  establish  and  maintain  thereon  hght  houses 
or  beacons  under  the  authority  of  acts  of  (Congress  therefor.  And 
all  the  right  and  claim  to  the  soil  of  any  such  site  which  this  State 
may  own,  is  hereby  granted  to  the  United  States  of  America  for  the 
purposes  above  named. 

Sec,  2.     ill  the  land  and  privileges  over  which  jurisdiction  is  here- 
by ceded,  and  the  buildings  which  may  be  placed  thereon  by  the 
United  States,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  so  long  as  the  same- 
shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  before  mentioned. 

Skc.  3.     This  act  shall  in  no  manner  t<ake  away  or  intei-fere  with 
the  jurisdiction  of  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  serving  or  executing  .

deemed  most  advantageous  to  tlie  State,  and  require  a  bond  to  the 
State,  with  surety  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  Secretary  and  Governor, 
for  the  prompt  and  faithful  completion  of  said  work. 

Sec.  5.  Said  volume  shall  be  substantially  in  manner  and  style  of 
execution  like  the  General  Statutes  of  1862,  subject  to  the  discretion 
of  the  commissioners  in  matters  of  detail.  The  contract  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  printing  of  the  work  on  stereotype,  and  the  stereotype 
plates  shall  be  the  property  of  the  State.  The  conti*act  shall  also 
provide  for  the  printing  of  such  number  of  copies,  not  exceeding  five 
thousand,  as  the  Secretary  of  State  and  Governor  may  deem  expedi- 
ent.    The  contract  shall  further  provide  for  the  publication  of

resentatives and  a  division  of  the  State  into  Representative  Districts 
shall  be  made  by  the  Legislature  in  1884  according  to  the  census  of 
1880  as  nearly  as  may  be. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  Legislature  in  1884  shall  have  power

Amend  section  ten,  line  ten,  by  inserting  after  the  word  "  action," 
the  words  for  usurious  interest,  or. 

In  section  ten  (original  bill)  strike  out  all  after  line  sixteen,  and  in- 
sert in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

The  debtor^  made  within  sixty  days  next  preceding  thejiling  of  the 
petition,  and  all  levies  of  execution  where  the  property  levied  upon 
has  not  actucUly  been  sold  before  the  commencement  of  the  proceed- 
ings in  insolvency,  and  where  the  property  levied  upon  fJdos  not  act- 
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ually  attached  upon  mesne  process  at  least  sixtt/  days  before  the 
commencement  of  the  proceedings  in  hisolvency  ;  and  the  property 
or  estate  so  attached  or  levied  upon  shall  come  to  tJt^  hands  of  the 
assignee. 

In  section  seventeen  strike  out  all  after  the  word  "  creditors,"  in 
the  fourth  line,  to  the  words  "  at  which,"  in  the  seventh  .line. 

Add  the  following  sections  to  saiid  bill: 

"  Sec.  21.  Section  eighty-nine  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

Prior  to  the  third  meeting  of  the  creditors  the  court  shall  order 
the  assignee  to  file  his  accounts  in  the  court  of  insolvency,,  prepara- 
tory to  final  dividend,  and  notice  of  such  filing  shall  be  given  by  the 
register  in  the  notice  calling  such  third  meeting  of  creditor& 

At  tile  third  meeting  of  the  creditors,  or  at  a  special  meeting  duly 
notified,  the  judge  shfdl  audit  and  pass  the  accounts  of  the  assignee ;

The  judge  shall  thereupon  order  a  dividend  of  the  estate  and  ef- 
fects remaining  undivided,  or  such  part  thereof  as  he  sees  fit^  among 
such  creditors  as  have  proved  their  claims,  in  proportion  to  the  re- 
spective amount  of  their  said  debts. 

In  the  order  for  dividends  under  this  chapter,  the  following  claims 
shall  be  entitled  to  priority  or  preference,  and  be  paid  in  the  ifollow- 
ing  order  : 

First.  The  fees,  costs  and  expenses  of  suits,  and  the  several  pro- 
ceedings in  insolvency  under  this  chapter,  and  for  the  care  and  cus- 
tody of  property  as  herein  provided.

mains absent  or  conceals  himself  to  avoid  the  service  of  l^al  process

sum  of  one  hundi'ed  dollars  or  upwards,  has  not  within  twenty  days 
from  the  time  of  making  such  attachment  dissolved  the  same  by 
payment,  replevin  or  otherwise,  or  given  security  therefor,  or  if  such 
goods,  chattels  of*  estate  have  been  levied  upon  and  taken  by  vu-tue 
of  an  execution  issued  in  a  civil  action  founded  on  contract  to  an 
amount  exceeding  on<3  dollar  has  not,  within  seven  days  after  said 
levy  is  made,  dissolved  the  same  by  payment  or  otherwise ;  or  who 
being  insolvent  or  in  contemplation  of  insolvency,  makes  a  payment, 
gift,  grant,  sale,  conveyance,  of  money  or  other  pro^^erty,  estate, 
rights  or  credits,  or  confesses  judgment,  or  procures  his  property  to 
be  taken  on  legal  process  with  intent  to  give  preference  to  one  or 
more  of  his  creditors,  or  to  a  person  who  is  or  may  be  liable  for  him 
as  indorser,  bail,  surety,  or  otherwise,  or  with  intent  by  such  dispo- 
sition of  his  property  to  defeat  or  delay  the  operations  of  this  chap- 
ter ;  or  who,  being  a  banker,  broker,  merchant,  trader,  manufacturer, 
or  miner,  has  fraudulently  stopped  payment,  or  who,  being  a  bank- 
er, broker,  merchant,  trader,  manufacturer,  or  miner,  has  stopped  or 
suspended,  and  not  resumed  payment  of  his  commercial  paper  with^ 
in  a  period  of  fourteen  days,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  committed  an 
act  of  insolvency,  and  subject  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  prescribed, 
shall  or  may  be  adjudged  an  insolvent  debtor  upon  the  petition  of 
any  of  his  creditors  whose  claims^  provable  against  his  estate,  amount 
to  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Such  creditors  may  within  ninety  days  thereafter  apply  to  the 
judge  in  the  district  where  such  debtor  resides,  or  if  removed  from 
the  State  in  the  district  where  he  last  resided,  setting  forth  the  iacts 
«nd  the  nature  of  such  claims  verified  by  oath,  and  praying  that  the 
estate  of  such  debtor  may  be  seized  and  distributed  accordjng  to  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter. 

The  judge,  after  notice  of  said  petition  given  to  the  debtor  by  copy 
thereof  served  upon  him  personally  or  left  at  his  last  and  usual  place 
of  abode,  statins;  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  therein,  which  shall 
be  at  least  ten  Says  after  service  thereof,  and  after  a  hearing  before 
him  of  the  petitioner  and  the  debtor,  or,  if  the  debtor  does  not  ap- 
pear in  pursuance  of  said  notice,  if  the  ^icts  set  forth  in  the  petition 
appear  to  be  true  and  founded  upon  just  cause,  shall  forthwith  make 
an  adjudication  of  insolvency  of  said  debtor. 

Upon  making  such  adjudication  the  judge  shall  forthwith  order 
said  debtor  to  file  with  the  register,  within  six  days  thereafter,  true 
schedules  of  his  creditors,  assets  and  indebtedness,  as  required  by 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  in  cases  of  adjudication  of  insolvency 
upon  a  debtor's  petition,  and  like  proceedings  shall  thereafter  be  had 
AS  in  cases  of  voluntai-y  solvency.

Section  one  of  the  bill  provides  that  ''  The  State's  attorney,  upon 
leave  of  the  presiding  judge  endorsed  thereon,  may  prosecute  by  in- 
formation all  crimes  and  misdemeanors ;  and  may  prosecute  by  in- 
formation in  all  cases  where  gi^pid  jurors,  empanneled  before  the 
several  county  courts,  may  find  indictments." 

This  proposes  a  fundamental  change  in  the  prosecution  of  high 
crimes  and  misdemeanors. 
.  Section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  Oeneral 
Statutes  provides  that  "  The  State's  attorney  may  proefjBCute  by  in- 
formation aQ  crimes  not  capital  and  where  the  punishment  is  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  State  Prison  for  a  term  not  exceeding  seven 
years." 
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This  statute  ^[oee  quite  as  fur  m  the  Constitatioa  will  permit  It 
allows  proseontion  for  the  minor  crimes  and  offenoes  by  information, 
but  the  higher  ones  are  still  reserved  to  be  dealt  with  by  indictment 
by  a  grand  jnry. 

This  bill  number  two,  m  effect,  puts  an  information  by  tiie  State's 
attorney  in  the  place  of  an  indicbnent  found  by  the  grand  jury  in  all 
<3ases  approved  by  the  presiding  judge,  and  quite  Hkely  would  re- 
sult in  the  power  of  the  State's  attorney  superseding  the  powers  and 
duties  of  the  grand  jury  in  nearly  all  mstanoes. 

This  may  be  desirable ;  may  diminish  court  expenses  and  facilitate 
the  prosecution  of  oriminaJs,  but  I  do  not  think  it  Canstitutional. 

Section  X  of  Part  First  of  the  State  Cbnstitntion  says :  ^<  Nor  can 
any  person  be  justiy  deprived  of  his  liberty  except  by  the  latee  o/the 
landy  or  the  judgment  of  his  peers." 

What  does  this  expression,  By  the  laws  of  the  land,  mean?  Does 
it  mean  such  statute  laws  as  may  be  enacted  after  the  adoption  of 
the  Oonstitution,  or  does  it  mean  the  conmion  law  of  England  as  in 
force  throughout  the  country  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  ? 

Ohancellor  Kent  says,  *'  It  may  be  received  as  aself-evident  prop- 
osition, universally  understood  and  acknowledged  throughout  the 
country,  that  no  person  can  be|aken  or  imprisoned  *  *  «  «  • 
or  deprived  of  his  life,  liberty  or  property  unless  by  the  law  of  the 
land  or  the  judgment  of  his  peers.  The  words  by  the  law  of  the 
land^  as  used  in  magna  charta^  in  reference  to  this  subject,  are  un- 
derstood to  mean  due  proeeee  of  leua — that  is,  by  indictment  or  pre- 
sentment of  good  and  lawful  men :  ^  and  this,'  says  Lord  Ooke,  '  is 
the  true  sense  and  exposition  of  these  words/  " 

This  construction  of  the  meaziin^  of  the  words,  by  the  law  of  the 
land,  is  sustained  by  the  courts  iuNew  York,  Massachusetts,  North 
Carolina,  Tennessee,  Maine,  the  United  States  and  Vermont 

Chief  Justice  Story,  in  his  Commentaries  on  the  Constitution,  says 
that  this  clause  per  legem  terrce  (by  the  law  of  the  land),  as  found 
in  magna  charta,  means  by  due  process  of  law ;  that  is,  due  present- 
ment or  indictment,  so  that  this  clause  in  effect  affirms  the  right  of 
trial  according  to  the  processes  and  proceedings  of  the  common  law. 

In  our  own  State  the  question  has  been  raised  in  relation  to  the 
prosecution  of  minor  offences  without  indictment ;  and  the  supreme 
court  have  decided  in  three  instances  that  minor  offences  may  be 
-prosecuted  without  indictment,  but  both  of  the  learned  judges  who 
delivered  the  three  opinions.  Chief  Justice  Bedfield  and  Ju&e  Ben- 
nett say,  m  effect,  that  the  words  in  section  ten  of  the  Bill  of  Rights, 
^^by  the  laws  of  the  land,"  mean  the  same  as  dite  process  of  law/ 
that  is,  by  indictment  or  presentment  of  good  and  lawful  men,  and 
that  consequentiy  the  higher  crimes  should  be  prosecuted  by  indict- 
ment only. 

From  these  considerations  there  seems  to  me  but  one  conclusion 
— that  the  bill  is  unconstitutional. 

Therefore  I  withhold  my  assent  and  return  the  bill  without  my 
approval.

iSec.  13.  This  act  shall  not  release  towns  from  liability  for  daim- 
ages  arising  from,  the  insufficiency  of  bridges  of  not  less  than  eight 
feet  span. 

If  speeicU  damage  happens  to  a  person,  his  team,  carriage,  or  oth- 
er property  by  means  of  the  insuffieier^cy  or  want  of  repairs  of  a 
bridge  of  not  less  than  eight  feet  span  in  a  town,  whidh  the  toim  is 
liable  to  keep  in  repair,  the  person  sustaining  the  damage  may  re- 
cover the  same  in  an  action  on  the  case,  and  if  the  datfiages  accrue 
in  consequence  of  the  insufficiency  or  want  of  repairs  of  a  bridge  of 
not  less  than  eight  fset  span  erected  and  maintained  by  two  or 
more  towns,  the  action  shall  be  brought  against  all  the  towns  liable 
for  the  repairs  of  the  same,  and  the  damages  and  costs  shatt  be  paid 
by  the  towns  in  the  proportions  in  which  they  are  liable  for  the  re- 
pairs ;  and  the  court  may^  in  its  discretion,  issue  execution  against 
each  town  for  its  proportion  only.  But  no  person  sfuUl  recover 
against  a  town  or  other  corporation  Jor  such  damage,  sustained  in 
consequerwe  of  the  passing  on  a  bridge  of  a  carriage  bearing  a  load 
exceeding  ten  thousand  pounds  in  weight. 

No  action  shall  be  had  or  maintained  in  any  court  against  a 
town  for  injuries  receive^i  or  damages  sustained  tJirougn  the  in- 
sufficiency of  a  bridge  unless  notice  is  first  given  in  writing, 
signed  by  the  party  so  injured  or  claiming  damage,  to  one  or 
more  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  the  bridge  is  situated^ 
within  twenty  days  of  the  time  of  the  occurrence  of  such  injury 
or  damage,  stating  the  time  when  and  the  place  where  the  injury 
was  received,  and  pointing  out  in  what  respect  the  bridge  was  in- 
sufficient or  out  of  repair ;  and  that  such  person  will  claim  satis- 
fadifm  of  the  town.  The  notice  shaM  aJLsy  contain  a  desa^ipfion 
of  the  injury  received  or  damage  sustained  by  the  person  so  daim- 
ing  damage,  and  if  bodily  injuries  are  claimed,  the  part  of  ihe 
body  injwed  shall  be  stated,  with  the  extent  and  effed  of  ih^  in- 
jury upon  the  health  of  the  person  so  injured ;  but  this  nection 
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^haU  nai  opply  to  a  case  where  the  person  ivjured  is  in  conse- 
quence thereof  ber^  of  reason.  But  in  all  cases  where  noiioe  is 
given  as  the  law  required  at  the  time  the  injury  occurred^  sudi> 
notice  shall  be  held  sufficient  by  the  court ;

The  Representatives  having  met  on  the  day  appointed 
by  law  for  the  commencement  of  a  biennial  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  and  chosen  their  Speaker,  and  the  Senators  having  met, 
shall,  before  they  proceed  to  business,  take  and  subscribe  the  follow- 
ing oath,  in  addition  to  the  oath  now  prescribed: 

"You,  ,  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you 

did  not  at  the  time  of  your  election  to  this  body,  and  that  you  da 
not  now,  hold  any  of&ce  of  profit  or  trust  under  the  authority  of 
Congress.  So  help  you  God,  (or,  in  case  of  af^rmation,)  under  the 
pains  and  penalties  of  perjuiy." 

Sec.  2.  The  words  "office  of  profit  or  tinist  under  the  authority 
of  Congress,"  shall  be  constiiied  to  mean  any  office  created  directly 
or  indirectly  by  Congress  and  for  which  emolument  is  provided  from 
the  Treasuiy  of  the  Unified  States.

in  <^>en  session,  and  such  reconunend&on,  with  the  reasons  therefor 
at  length,  shall  be  recorded  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State.  Upon  conviction  of  treason  he  shall  have  power  to  suspend 
the  execution  of  the  sentence  until  the  case  shall  be  reported  to  the 
General  Assembly,  which  shall  either  pardon,  commute  or  direct  the 
execution  of  the  sentence,  or  grant  further  reprieve.  He  shall  bien- 
nially report  to  the  General  J^sembly  each  case  of  reprive,  commu- 
tation or  pardon  granted,  stating  the  name  of  the  convict,  the  crime 
of  which  he  was  convicted,  the  sentence  and  its  date,  and  the  date 
of  the  sentence,  commutation  or  reprieve.

And  the  question  then  being,  Shall  the  bill  be  ordered  to  a  third 
reading?

Resolved  by  the  Senate^  (two-thirds  of  the  members  thereof  oon- 
•curring,)  That  the  following  article  be  proposed  to  the  House  of 
Bepreeentatives  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State, 
viz. : 


ARTICLE 


The  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  other  than  cider 
and  wine,  made  from  the  fruits  of  this  State,  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
forever  prohibited,  except  for  medicinal,  chemical  and  mechanical 
purposes ;  and  the  sale  of  cider  and  wine  made  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
so  regulated  and  restrained  as  to  prevent  drunkenness,  pauperism^ 
and  crime. 

It  is  hereby  enjoined  upon  the  General  Assembly  to  make  the 
foregoing  provisions  effective  by  requisite  legislative  action. 

Relating  to  future  amendments  to  the  Constitution : 

Besoloed  by  the  Senate^  (two-thirds  of  the  members  thereof  con- 
curring,) That  the  following  article  be  proposed  to  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Stat-e  of 
Yermont,  viz.: 

ARTICLE  — . 

Section  1.  At  a  session  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  A 
D.  1884,  and  at  the  session  thereof  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  the 
Senate  may,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  its  members,  make  propo- 
sals of  amendtnent  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  which  proposals 
of  amendment,  if  conoiirrei  in  by  a  mijority  of  the  members  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  shall  ba  entered  on  the  Journals  of  the 
two  Houses,  and  referre  i  to  the  GiUiral  Assembly  then  next  to  be 
chosen,  and  be  pa')lish3d  in  the  principal  newspapars  of  the  State ; 
and  if  a  majority  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  next  following  Ganeiui  Assembly,  shall,  respectively,  concur 
in  the  same  proposals  of  an  end  n  ant,  or  any  of  them,  it  shall  be  th^ 
duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  submit  the  proposals  of  amend- 
ment so  concurred  in  to  a  direst  vote  of  the  freemiu  of  the  State  ; 
and  such  of  said  proposals  of  amsnd  nanb  as  shall  receive  a  majority 
of  the  votes  of  the  freeman  voting  thereon  shall  become  a  part  of  the 
Constitution  of  this  State.

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Ssa  2.  The  General  Assembly  shall  direct  the  maimer  of  votui^ 
by  the  people  upon  the  proposed  amendments,  and  enact  all  such 
laws  as  shall  be  necessary  to  procure  a  free  and  fair  vote  upon  each 
amendment  proposed,  and  to  carry  into  effect  all  the  provisions  of 
the  preceding  section. 

Sbo.  3.  Sections  one  and  two  of  article  twenty-five  of  articles  of 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State  are  hereby  abrogated. 

Belating  to  the  returning  and  canvassing  of  votes  for  State  offi- 
cers: 

Resolved  hy  the  SenaUy  (two-thirds  of  the  members  thereof  con- 
curring,) That  the  following  be  proposed  to  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Vermont,  viz.: 


ARTICLE 


The  freemen  of  the  several  towns  in  the  State  shall,  on  the  day  of 
election  for  choosing  representatives  to  the  General  Assembly  bring 
in  their  votes  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Treasurer, 
with  the  name  of  each  fairly  written  or  printed  thereon,  to  the  pre-

Mr.  Page,  for  a  minority  of  the  committee,  also  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing report :  ■ 

•To  the  House  ofH^resentatives: 

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  special  committee,  to  whom 
was  referred  House  bill  No.  206,  An  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of 
Rutland,  respectfully  ask  leave  to  submit  a  minority  report,  and  to 
state  in  the  fewest  words  possible  the  principal  reasons  why  the  bill 
referred  to  the  committee,  with  some  modifications,  ought  to  pass. 

The  recent  census  shows  the  population  of  the  town  of  Rutland 
to  be  between  twelve  and  thirteen  thonsand,  and  greater  than  any 
other  town  or  dtj  in  the  State.  Somewhat  more  than  half  its  pop- 
ulation live  within  the  limits  of  the  incorporated  village  of  Rutfand, 
and  the  actual  village  extends  considerably  outside  &ese  corporate 
limits. 

There  are,  probably,  within  the  town  at  least  twenty-five  hundred 
persons  having  the  qualifications  necessary  to  make  them  voters  in 
town  meetings. 

We  do  not  at  all  underrate  the  excellence  of  the  New  England 
system  of  town  government  for  tiieir  internal  and  local  affidrs,  and 
most  willingly  concede  that  in  the  agricultural  towns,  where  the 
number  of  voters  is  not  too  great  for  a  practical  deliberate  assembly, 
this  mode  of  determining  all  questions  of  town  afifairs  and  town  pol-" 
icy  is  the  best  and  should  not  be  departed  front    . 

But  to  us  it  is  perfectly  apparent,  and  should  be»  as  we  think^  to 
all,  that  when  the  number  of  voters  is  as  great  as  Rutland  is  shown 
to  contain,  the  idea  of  their  meeting  and  acting  as  a  deHberate  as- 
sembly is  simply  absurd 

This  population,  too,  contains  a  large  per  cent  of  foreign-bom  per- 
sons not  accustomed  to  the  exercise  of  such  rights  and  powers,  or 
to  the  proper  and  suitable  restraints  of  such  occasions,  and  this  to 
a  considerable  degree  adds  to  the  difficulty  frc»n  mere  numbers. 
That  such  a  multitude  should  be  absolutely  incapable  of  properly 
considering  i*eports  of  officers,  items  of  expenditure  or  proposed  ex- 
penditure, or  of  applying  deliberate  and  calm  judgment  to  the  varied 
details  of  town  affairs,  must  be  apparent  to  everybody. 
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The  eTidenoe  before  the  eommittee  was  ttoaple  to  show,  as  we 
think,  that  what  mif^ht  be  expected  in  saoh  a  condition  of  things  has 
been  actually  experienced  in  the  town  of  Butknd. 
^The  town  meetings  in  Rutland  have  become  to  a  great  extent  noisy, 
jostling,  boisterous  crowds,  where  there  is  neither  comfort  nor  safety 
for  the  old  or  the  weak,  and  where  only  the  strong  and  vigorous 
can  safely  yenture.  No  snch  thing  as  quiet  and  serious  deliberation 
can  be  attained,  and  mattera  are  decided  by  strength  of  lungs  and 
strength  and  endurance  of  muscle.  The  inevitable  results  have  fol- 
lowed— ^frequ^icy  of  incompetent  officers,  foolish  and  improvident 
appropriations  of  money,  and,  to  a  considerable  extent,  a  loose  and 
discordant  administration  of  the  town  af&drs.  This  state  of  affieurs 
makes  it  mosi^  apparent  to  us  chat  the  town  of  Rutland  has  outgrown 
the  limits  of  ordinary  town  government,  and  can  no  longer  be  prop- 
erly and  successfully  governed  under  and  by  it  These  evils  of  the 
present  system  have  been  admitted  by  the  opponents  of  t^is  bill  in 
paper  filed  before  the  House  and  printed  by  its  order,  but  they  sug- 
gest no  remedy  whatever. 

The  bill  referred  to  us  is  proposed  by  its  friends  and  promoters 
as  the  proper  and  suitable  cure  for  the  existing  difficulties. 

In  all  governments  which  recognize  the  people  as  the  rightful  gov- 
erning power,  whenever  the  people  of  the  State,  or  any  sub-division 
of  the  state,  becomes  too  numerous  to  meet  and  administer  their 
affiiirs  conveniently  and  properly  in  person,  the  remedy  has  been  to 
act  by  representation,  so  fnuned  as  to  give  force  and  effect  to  theag^ 
gregate  judgment  of  the  whole. 

This  Inll  aims  to  do  this  by  dividing  the  town  into  ten  wards  or 
districts,  each  to  be  represented  by  a  person  to  be  a  resident  therein 
and  to  be  elected  by  the  votes  thereof.  These  ten  x>ersons  are  to 
act  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  people  by  whom  they  are  elected.  They 
are  to  have  the  same  general  powers  of  administration  as  the  select- 
men of  towns,  and  they  have  also  the  power  of  selecting  most  of  the 
minor  officers,  and  also  the  power  of  assessing  taxes  to  a  very  lim- 
ited extent 

The  bill  also  provides  for  the  election  of  a  chief  officer  by  all  the 
voters  of  the  town,  who  is  to  be  the  chairman  of  the  board  elected 
by  the  several  ward^or  districts,  with  a  qualified  veto  power  over 
the  actions  of  the  board  sotis  to  require  a  reconsideration  of  any 
action,  and  its  aboption  by  two-thirds  to  be  of  force. 

Gan  any  man  of  judgment  and  experience  doubt  that  a  represen- 
tation of  the  people  so  elected  and  constituted^  could  and  would 
manage  the  business  of  the  town  more  wisely  and  prudently  and  more 
to  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  people  of  the  town  than  can  be 
done  in  the  confused  crowds  of  the  present  town  meetings  ? 

Such  at  least  is  our  firm  belief^  and  that  substantially  the  changes 
proposed  in  this  bill,  in  the  town  government  of  Rutland  would  be 
of  great  advantage  to  the  people  of  that  town,  and  to  the  prosperity 
of  the  town  itself. 

The  question  principally  litigated  and  debated  before  the  commit- 
tee was,  as  to  the  wishes  and  views  of  the  people  of  Rutland  as  to  the 
advantages  or  disadvantages  of  the  proposed  bilL 
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The  bill  iteelf  proposes  that  it  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  tiie  qual- 
ified voters  of  the  to¥m,  and  not  to  become  of  force  unless  adopted 
by  a  majority.  But  the  promoters  of  the  bill  themsdves  proposed 
to  the  committee  to  amend  the  bill  so  that  its  adoption  by  the  town 
should  only  be  by  a  majority  of  two-thirds. 

It  seemed  to  us  that  this  ought  to  be  taken  as  satisfactory  on  the 
subject  of  the  views  and  wishes  of  the  town  of  Butland.  But  the 
opponents  of  the  bOl,  while  daiming  that  a  large  majority  were  op- 
posed to  the  bill,  and  claiming  that  their  proof  showed  this,  were 
wholly  unwilling  to  accept  such  an  amendment  and  test  the  question 
by  an  actnal  submission  to  the  people.  The  undersigned  could  not 
fail  to  doubt  the  sincerity  of  the  professions  and  statements  made 
as  to  the  prevailing  impopularity  of  the  project  in  Rutland,  when 
the  offer  to  submit  it  to  a  vote  of  two-thirds  was  so  strenuously  re- 
sisted and  spumed. 

We  do  not  deem  it  important  to  speak  much  in  detail  of  the  evi- 
dence as  to  views  and  wishes  of  the  voter  of  Batland.  after  the  pro- 
posal to  \nake  the  acceptance  of  the  act  depend  upon  a  two  thirds 
vote. 

We  will  only  say  that  names  on  the  petitions  before  us  in  favor  of 
the  bill  number  1,496. 

Bemonstrances  were  presented  against  the  bill  signed  by  819  per- 
sons. But  it  was  shown  that  of  these  persons,  104  were  not  voters 
— ^that  107  had  also  signed  the  petition  in  favor  of  the  bill — and 
Ihat  of  the  residue  nearly  one-half  were  employes  of  various  marble 
companies,  who  will  be  alladed  to  hereafter. 

These  facts  would  seem  to  be  sufficient  to  establish  the  claim  that 
at  least  a  very  large  majority  of  the  voters  of  Butland  are  in  favor  of 
this  bill,  but  its  friends  claim  that  they  by  no  means  show  so  laxge  a 
majority  as  exists  in  fact  The  town  of  Batland  is  fortunate  in  con- 
taining seveial  very  extensive  and  valuable  marble  quarries,  for  the 
working  of  which  several  companies  and  corporations  have  been  or- 
ganized. These  associations  have  rapidly  grown  into  great  wealth 
and  are  managed  by  men  of  great  power  and  energy.  They  give  di- 
rect employment  to  many  hundreds  of  men  who  are  directly  depend- 
ent upon  such  employment  for  subsistence,  and  the  patronage  of 
such  associations  is  also  of  importance  to  many,  others  besides  Siose 
in  their  direct  service.  With  two  or  three  exceptions,  every  man 
controlling  any  of  these  marble  associations  is  openly  and  actively 
hostile  to  the  change  proposed  in  the  town  government  proposed  by 
this  bOl,  and  the  opposition  to  it,  at  home  and  here,  has  been  con- 
ducted by  them,  and  at  their  expense.  Such  open,  strenuous  and 
concentrated  opposition  on  the  part  of  these  men  could  net  fail  to 
have  a  very  controlling  ^ect  upon  the  men  in  their  service  or  de- 
pendent in  any  degree  upon  their  patronage.  It  would  be  contrary 
to  all  human  experience  to  expect  men  under  such  conditioufi  to 
openly  oppose  the  wishes  and  efforts  of  those  upon  whom  they  were 
thns  dependent. 

The  friends  of  the  bill  daim  that  there  has  been  clear  and  distinct 
intimation  given  that  opposition  to  the  wishes  of  these  marble  com- 
panies would  prove  unprofitable,  if  not  disastrous,  to  those  in  their 
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fleiTiee  making  it  This  ia  denied  on  the  part  of  the  opponentu  of 
the  bill.  But  there  was  evidence  before  the  committee  tending 
etrongly  to  prove  that  the  natnral  fears  of  men  situated  like  t^ese 
employes  were  not  without  foundation. 

It  appeared  that  in  the  neighborhood  of  one  of  these  companies 
a  petition  was  started  in  U^yot  of  this  bill  and  signed  bj  sixty  or 
seventy  persons,  most  of  whom  were  employed  by  the  company. 
This  petition  was  destroyed,  and  for  the  avowed  reason  that  it  would 
be  unsafe  and  imprudent  for  the  names  of  the  signers  thus  to  appear 
in  opposition  to  tiiieir  employer's  wishes. 

It  was  proved  also  that  tiie  manager  of  one  of  these  companies 
had  given  orders  to  the  men  employed  not  even  to  discuss  the  sub- 
ject of  the  bill. 

Affidavits  have  been  shown  to  us  which  seem  clearly  to  establish 
the  fact  that  one  at  least  of  these  men  has  openly  declared  that  any 
man  in  the  employment  of  his  company  who  should  vote  to  accept 
this  act  would  at  once  be  discharged  from  the  company's  ser- 
vice. 

We  have  not  time  to  enumerate  in  detail  further  evidences  of  the 
direct  assertion  of  a  purpose  on  the  part  of  these  marble  leaders  to 
directly  influence  the  action  of  men  by  virtue  of  their  power  as  em- 
ployers. It  is  sufficient  here  to  say  that  this  belief  is  universally  en- 
tertained by  the  friends  of  this  bill,  and  we  believe  that  such  belief 
is  well  founded  in  fact 

However  the  fact  may  be  as  to  any  direct  threats  of  the  sort,  the 
belief  in  them  has  doubtless  produced  the  effect  desired,  to  keep 
many  from  signing  in  favor  of  the  bill,  and  others  probably  to  sign 
against  it,  who  would  in  the  safety  of  a  secret  ballot  vote  for  it 

The  friends  of  the  bill  are  firm  in  the  faith  that  a  vote  would  show 
all  this  to  be  so. 

The  course  of  these  gentlemen  in  the  canvass  at  home  has  natu- 
rally added  to  the  general  belief  of  such  exercise  of  their  power  of 
patronage. 

This  course  has  been  arrogant  and  dominant^  as  is  natural  in  con- 
centrated wealth,  influence  and  power.  Meetings  called  by  the  friends 
of  the  bill  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  matter  before  the  peo- 
ple have  been  ruddy  taken  possession  of  and  controlled  by  oppo- 
nents under  the  lead  of  these  same  men. 

Many  cases  of  sudden  and  wonderful  change  of  individual  opin- 
ions on  the  subject  are  traceable  to  no  other  supposable  cause  other 
than  a  wUting  before  and  submission  to  such  influences. 

The  unanimity  of  opposition  on  behalf  of  these  leaders  in  the  mar- 
ble interest  naturally  leads  to  an  inquiry  for  some  reason  or  influ- 
ence underlying  and  occasioning  it.  The  friends  of  the  bill  claims 
that  it  lies  in  t^s :    . 

That  these  enormous  properties,  under  the  existing  state  of  things, 
escape  payment  of  any  fair  and  reasonable  proportion  of  the  public 
taxes,  and  that  by  continuing  the  present  weak  and  inefficient  town 
government,  they  will  contmue  to  do  so  for  the  future ;  that  tixey 
fear  under  a  stronger  and  better  united  system,  having  mutual  sup- 
port and  influence,  they  would  be  unable  to  control  and  overawe. 
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There  Yf8»  no  distinct  pnwf  ^boot  ibis,,  bat  it  is  olaiined  to  be 
aatisiaotorilj  proven  by  the  very  ^(leat  diser^Niacj  between  the  mer- 
cantile Talue  of  these  properties  and  the  sums  they  show  for  in  the 
grand  list  of  the  town. 

In  the  hearing  before  the  committee  a  great  effort  was  made 
to  have  it  appear  that  the  chief  opposition  to  this  bill  was  made  by 
the  farmers  who  live  in  various  xmuIb  of  the  tovm  outside  the  limits 
of  Rutland  village.  ' 

The  effect  of  this  claim  was  somewhat  embarrassed  by  the  conced- 
ed fact  that  the  great  body  of  farmers  brought  before  the  com- 
mittee to  say  they  were  opposed  to  the  bill  were  procured  to  come^ 
and  their  fare  and  expenses  paid  by  these  same  marble  men.  It  is 
one  of  those  refreshing  instances  of  doing  good  to  others,  so  rare  in 
these  selfish  and  degenerate  days,  and  ought  not  to  be.  forgotten  of 
these  generous  men. 

But  it  is  true  that  to  a  considerable  extent  a  feeling  of  hostility 
to  this  bill  has  been  engendered  in  the  minds  of  people  living  in  the 
agricultural  portions  of  the  town.  This,  we  believe,  has  been  occa- 
sioned by  misrepresentation  of  the  true  character,  scope  and  extent 
of  the  bill.  They  have  been  made  to  believe  that  they  were  in  dan- 
ger of  being  brought  in  to  pay  some  part  of  the  large  debt  now  ex- 
isting against  the  village  of  Rutland ;  that  under  the  provisions  of 
the  bill  they  would  be  made  hereafter  to  share  in  the  expenses  prop- 
erly applicable  only  to  the  village  portion  of  the  town  for  sewers, 
sidewalks,  gas  and  water,  etc.,  while  they  derive  no  benefit  from 
them. 

An  examination  of  the  bill  will  show  that  such  fears  were  wholly 
unfounded,  and  that  all  existing  or  future  liabilities  for  the  advan- 
tage of  the  village  districts  are  carefully  made  to  rest  upon  them 
alone. 

We,  believe,  too,  that  the  somewhat  high-sounding  and  metropol- 
itan names  of  things  used  in  the  bill  have  liaised  fear  and  prejudices 
in  that  class  of  people  that  would  not  have  been  startled  under  the 
use  of  less  pretentious  names.  They  have  naturally  enough  been  led 
to  believe  that  if  made  into  a  city,  they  would  be  brou^t  into  the 
profusion  and  extravagance,  the  waste  and  corruption,  of  the  great 
cities  of  the  country. 

If  the  act  had  been  to  reorganize  the  town  govemraeut  so  as  to 
make  it  more  strong  and  vigorous ;  if  the  wards  had  been  selectmen 
districts — the  aldermen  only  selectmen — and  the  mayor  only  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  selectmen,  nobody  would  have  been  frightened 
and  all  would  have  seen  the  need  and  propriety  of  the  changes 
made  by  the  bill. 

Under  the  present  state  of  things  in  Rutland,  the  farmers  suffer 
more  than  any  other  class  of  the  people  They  now  have  by  no 
means  their  proper  share  of  influence  in  controlling  the  affairs  of  the 
town,  where  all  control  is  in  the  hands  of  classes  having  little  or  no 
sympathy  with  their  particular  interests. 

The  evils  arising  from  the  kind  of  .tqwn  administratiop  now  prev- 
alent bear  t^so  with  peculiai*  hardship  upon  that  class  of  p^ple  who 
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are  the  obief  ownera  of  real  estate,  which  always  has,  and  always 
will,  bear  much  the  heaviest  proportion  of  the  burdens  of  taxation. 
We  believe  that  more  mature  and  dispassionate  examination  of  the 
subject  will  bring  the  great  majority  of  the  owners  of  farms  to  be 
the  warm  friends  and  supporters  of  some  change  contaiBing  in  sub- 
stance the  provisions  of  this  bill.  We  believe,  too,  that  the  time  is 
not  far  away  when  these  same  fanners  will  see  that  their  interest 
was  not  the  sole  inspiration  of  those  who  have  opposed  the  adoption 
of  this  bill,  and  that  they  really  have  been  made  to  work  injury  to 
themselves. 

This  session  is  too  far  spent  to  hope  to  secure  any  favorable  aption 
on  the  bill  but  we  feel  confident  tha^  with  the  changes  suggested* 
the  bill  would  be  productive  of  great  good  to  the  people  of  Sutiand, 
and  that  our  views  will  come  to  be  generally  entertained  by  them.

REPORT  UPON  COURT  EXPENSES. 

To  the  General  Aaaembly  of  the  StcUe  of  Vermont :' 

Porsnant  to  the  joint  resolution  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Bepresentatives,  passed  at  the  session  of  1878,  requesting  the 
Commissioners  upon  the  revision  of  the  statutes  to  report  to 
this  Legislature  what,  in  the  Commissioners*  judgment,  would  be 
the  best  method  by  which  court  ^expenses  might  be  reduced  and 
the  efficiency  of  our  courts  at  the  same  time  preserved,  the  following 
report  is  submitted. 

The  decease  of  Mr.  Willard  early  in  June  of  this  year  and  before 
we  had  entered  upon  this  work,  deprived  me  and  the  State  of  his 
services  in  preparing  this  report,  which  ft  is  well  known  would  have 
been  of  the  greatest  value. 

In  order  to  answer  the  inquiry  of  the  resolution  it  was  necessary 
to  find  out  in  respect  to  what  items  of  court  expenses  an  increase 
has  taken  place  and  what  was  its  cause.  These  facts  could  not  be 
obtained  from  any  State  officer  s  reports,  or  the  reports  of  any  com- 
mittees heretofore  appointed  by  the  Legislature,  as  those  reports 
gave  only  gross  results,  not  itemized  statements.  The  sources  of 
information  lay  only  in  the  voluminous  returns  of  county  clerks.  I 
have  therefore  caused  to  be  prepared  a  table  of  the  coiurt  expenses 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  August  31,  1861,  and  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  July  31, 1878,  a  change  of  one  month  having  taken  place  in 
the  ending  of  the  fiscal  year  in  the  meantime. 

The  year  1860-1  was  selected  as  reference  has  usually  been  made  • 
to  the  period  before  the  war  and  since,  and  as  that  year  is  a  fair 
average  with  several  preceding  years.  The  year  1877-8  was  se- 
lected because  the  coimty  clerk's  returns,  from  which  the  table 
is  made,  were  not  completed  seasonably  for  this  purpose  for  the 
last  two  years,  and  because  the  year  1877-8  was  the  last  year 
before  the  House  of  Correction  took  the  place  of  jails  in  part> 
and  when,  therefore,  the  jail  expenses  were  of  the  same  kind  as 
in  1860. 

The  auditor's  report  of  this  year  will  show  any  vanations  in  gen- 
eral results  between  the  last  year  selected  and  the  two  following 
years.  This  table,  which  is  hereto  appended,  embraces  the  vaiiable 
iiems  of  expenses  that  are  dependent  on  amouat  of  business  and  not 
£xed  salaries. 
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I  was  obliged  to  employ  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  this 
table,  and  therefore  employed  Hiram  A.  Huse,  Esq.,  who  has  for 
some  years  been  the  court  auditor  for  Washington  County,  and 
Bush  P.  Barrett,  Esq.,  of  Montpelier,  and  it  has  been  prepared 
with  as  much  care,  accuracy  and  completeness  as  possible ;  but  ow- 
ing to  the  different  foi-ms  of  county  clerks*  reports  from  which  the 
table  was  made,  and  the  difficulty  in  some  instances  of  determining 
under  what  head  an  item  belonged,  it  is  possible  that  some  errors 
have  been  made  in  putting  items  under  wrong  heads.  If  there  are 
such  they  are  small  in  amount  and  do  not  vary  the  general  result 
materially. 


CAUSES  OF  INCBEASE  OF  EXPENSES. 


1.  The  table  shows  a  large  increase  of  court  business  since  1860, 
as  will  appear  by  a  comparison  of  the  two  years  here  given.  This 
comparison  is  carried  through  all  the  items  embraced  in  the  table 
although  some  of  them  do  not  bear  on  the  point  of  increase  of  court 
business.

During  the  past  twenty  years  there  has  been  a  great  development 
and  increase  of  the  business  industries  of  the  State,  and  change  in 
our  population  by  emigration  and  immigration.  If  these  things 
have  occasioned  the  increase  of  court  business,  as  is  generally 
claimed,  the  same  causes  are  likely  to  continue  With  a  view  to  se- 
curing the  transaction  of  this  business  economically,  I  make  the  fol- 
lowing suggestions. 

The  expense  of  a  court  duiing  the  jury  trials  amounts  to  nearly 
one  hundred  dollars  per  day  on  an  average.  There  must  be  at  least 
twenty  four  jurymen,  and  should  be  and  usually  are  from  twenty- 
five  to  thirty.  Their  pay  is  two  dollars  per  day  and  tmvel  eight 
cents  per  mile ;  therefore  the  expense  of  the  jury  is  more  than  half 
the  per  diem  expense  of  the  court. 

Under  our  constitution  all  actions  in  the  coimty  court,  except 
book  account  and  a  limited  class  of  appeals  from  probate  and  cer- 
tain petitions  may  be  tried  by  jury  on  demand  of  either  party.  A 
constitutional  amendment,  allowing  of  reasonable  limitation  upon 
jury  trials,  might  be  adopted,  and  such  limitation  be  made  without 
detriment  to  the  administration  of  justice,  and  would  probably  re- 
sult in  a  diminution  of  court  expenses.  Wfthout  such  change  of 
the  constitution,  it  is  believed  that  the  number  of  jury  trials  would 
be  diminished  by  making  more  of  the  expense  of  the  jury  charge- 
able to  the  parties.  The  jury  fee  is  now  but  six  dollars,  which 
is  but  an  eighth  of  the  expense  of  twenty-four  jurors  for  one  day : 
yet  a  jury  is  often  demanded  in  a  cause  not  involving  as  much 
as  this  expense,  and  the  trial  of  which  may  extend  through  sever- 
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al  days,  causing  an  expense  to  the  State  of  several  hundred  dol- 
lars. The  State  having  furnished  a  competent  tribunal  in  the  court 
itself  to  try  causes,  it  does  not  seem  to  be  unjust  to  require  the 
parties,  if  they  want  a  different  and  more  expensive  tribunal,  to 
pay  a  reasonable  poition  of  this  increased  expense,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  such  requirement  would  deter  parties  from  demanding  a 
jury  except  in  cases  of  consequence  or  peculiarly  adapted  to  this 
form  of  trial. 

It  is  therefore  recomojiended  that  the  jury  fees  be  reasonably  in- 
creased ;  and,  to  meet  the  objection  that  it  would  not  always  be  just 
to  make  the  defeated  party  who  had  not  called  for  a  jury  pay  all  of 
this  fee,  it  may  be  thought  best  to  make  provision  for  a  division  of 
this  expense  in  some,  if  not  all,  cases. 

It  is  also  believed  that  the  administration  of  the  criminal  law,  which 
is  the  source  of  a  great  portion  of  the  court  expenes,  could  be  made 
more  vigorous  and  less  expensive. 

Some  counties,  perhaps  not  all,  have  at  times  had  too  little  regard 
for  the  qualifications  of  men  elected  for  state's  attorneys.  They  have 
sometimes  elected  lawyers  to  that  office,  not  apparently  on  account 
of  their  maturity  of  judgment  and  experience  and  ability  as  lawyers, 
but  because  they  were  young  or  poor  and  needed  the  salary.  This  is 
commendable  in  a  charitable  point  of  view,  but  liable  to  be  expen- 
sive to  the  State. 

There  is,  perhaps,  no  officer  in  the  administration  of  the  law  who 
requires  more  sound  discretion,  judgment  and  ability  than  the  State's 
attorney.  He  stands  substantieJly  alone  in  the  discharge  of  his  du- 
ties. He  often  has  to  act  in  emergencies  and  with  haste,  and  under 
pressure  of  great  local  popular  clamor,  and  with  the  best  legal 
talent  pitted  against  him.  Being  without  the  assistance  of  an  at- 
torney-general, the  State's  attorney  should  have  those  qualifications 
that  would  be  required  in  an  attorney-general.  The  remedy  would 
therefore  be  either  to  appoint  an  attorney  general,  who  should  have 
charge  of,  and  be  responsible  for,  the  administration  of  the  crim- 
inal law  assisted  by  the  State's  attorneys ;  or  legislation  should  be 
adopted  that  would  tend  to  secure  as  State's  attorneys  lawyers  having 
the  requisite  qualifications  for  an  attorney-general.  It  is  not  clear 
that  this  is  practicable.  I  can  only  suggest  a  provision  that  men  should 
be  made  ineligible  to  the  office  until  they  have  been  in  practice  of 
the  law  a  certain  number  of  years,  say  ten,  if  there  are  such  who 
would  take  the  office,  with  a  view  to  securing  greater  maturity  of 
judgment  and  larger  legal  experience  than  is  now  always  found  in 
State's  attorneys.  Such  requirement  would  be  likely  to  elevate  the 
grade  of  the  office  in  popular  estimation,  which  has  heretofore  been 
too  low  in  view  of  the  character  of  the  duties  pertaining  to  it.  The 
election  of  suitable  men  would  obviate  the  expense  of  assistants  by 
special  assignment,  which  in  some  coxmties,  and  in  the  aggregate,  is 
a  large  item. 

It  is  believed  that  the  most  competent  lawyers  in  the  seve- 
ral  counties  would  be  glad  to  accept  the  office  if  tendered  to 
them ;  but  in  the  event  of  adopting  the  limitation  suggested,  pro- 
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yision  should  be  m^cle  for  cases  of  failure  to  find  men  of  the  required 
experience. 

It  is  claimed  by  some  that  a  more  vig^orous  and  economical  ad- 
ministration of  the  criminal  law  would  be  secured  by  returning 
to  the  fee  system  of  paying  State's  attorneys.  As  my  experience 
does  not  extend  back  to  the  time  when  that  was  in  vogue,  I  am 
unable  to  judge  of  its  merits  as  compared  with  the  present  sala- 
ry system.  Without  recommendation,  therefore,  as  between  the  two 
systems,  I  suggest  only  that  it  be  a  matter  of  consideration  with 
other  remedies. 

If  the  salary  system  is  retained,  I  should  advise  the  repeal  of 
the  law  giving  the  prosecuting  officer  any  portion  of  the  fines.  Let 
his  compensation  be  made  adequate,  if  it  is  not  already,  and  relieve 
him  of  the  imputation,  wholly,  of  acting  from  any  motive  except  a 
sense  of  duty. 

It  is  also  claimed  by  some  that  the  expenses  could  be  diminished 
by  abolishing  the  grand  jury,  and  without  detriment  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  criminal  law.  The  Expense  of  a  grand  jury,  includ- 
ing the  service  of  processes  in  matters  before  them,  the  expense 
of  witnesses,  the  official  attendants,  &c.,  amounts  on  an  aver- 
age to  more  than  fifty  dollars  per  day.  I  am  informed  by  some 
county  clerks  that  it  often  amounts  to  nearly  one  hundred  dollars 
per  day.  ^  In  view  of  this  expense,  the  question  of  dispensing 
with  the  grand  jury  is  an  important  one  and  merits  grave  consi£ 
eration.  The  only  object  is  to  save  expense.  I  think  this  can  be 
done  in  large  part  by  conferring  on  State's  attorneys  authority 
to  prosecute  by  information  all  crimes :  whereas  they  can  now  pros- 
ecute, in  that  way,  only  crimes  not  capital  and  where  the  punish- 
ment is  by  imprisonment  in  the  State  prison  for  a  term  not  exceed- 
ing seven  years. 

Numerous  cases  now  come  before  the  grand  jury  when  there  is 
no  question  whatever  about  an  indictment  All  these  could  be 
prosecuted  upon  information  and  the  expense  of  the  hearing  be- 
fore the  grand  jury  be  saved.  But  there  are  some  offenses  that 
would  be  likely  to  escape  prosecution  if  left  to  State's  attorneys 
alone.  As  a  tribunal  of  inquiry  the  grand  jury  serves  a  wholesome 
and  useful  purpose  which  I  think  it  would  be  unwise  to  dispense 
with,  but  the  expense  of  which  could  be  largely  saved  by  giving  to 
prosecuting  officers  the  same  powers  that  it  would  be  necessary  to 
give  them  if  the  grand  jury  system  was  abolished.  Criminals  could 
tiien  be  prosecuted  at  each  term  of  the  courts  whereas  many  are  now 
held  in  jail  over  a  term  of  court  and  until  the  annual  grand  jury 
term  comes  round. 

I  also  advise  the  repeal  of  the  law  providing  for  compensation  to 
counsel  for  respondents.  The  compensation  allowed  by  the  statute 
is  inadequate  in  many  cases,  therefore  the  law  operates  unjustly.  I  am 
sure  the  honor  of  the  Bar  can  be  relied  upon  to  see  that  persons 
charged  with  crime  are  properly  defended  however  poor  they  may  be ; 
therefore  the  law  is  not  a  necessity  to  secure  justice.  With  the  law 
existing  the  Bar  gets  neither  credit  nor  just  compensation.     It  ex- 
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poses  lawyers  to  the  imputation  of  making  defences  when  none  should 
be  made;  and  then  allows  them  often  but  a  pittance  for  making  a 
meritorious  and  laborious  defence. 

The  reference  law  passed,  in  1878  was  designed  to  reduce  court 
expenses,  but  there  has  not  been  time  enough  yet  to  test  the  opera- 
tion of  the  law  fully,  and  the  reports  as  to  the  expense  of  referees 
are  not  accessible  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report.  I  am  informed 
by  the  State  auditor  that  the  court  expenses  have  diminished  since 
the  law  was  passed,  but  it  would  not  probably  be  correct  to  attribute 
all  this  diminution  to  this  cause.  I  think  it  is  the  general  impres- 
sion of  lawyers  and  jad^es  that  the  law  operates  a  saving  to  consid- 
erable extent. 

Another  item  of  couii  expense  arising  under  recent  legislation  is 
that  of  coiurt  reporters.  The  expense  of  this  class  of  officers  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  July  31st,  1878,  was  $5,137.00.  The  design  of 
thi« .  provision  was  to  expedite  the  trial  of  jury  cases,  and  thereby 
shorten  the  terms  of  court,  and  also  to  secure  accuracy  in  the  report 
of  cases  tried.  This  system  has  been  adopted  in  many  of  the  states, 
if  not  all,  with  a  view  to  economy  and  accuracy,  and  has  met  with 
general  approval.  Under  the  operation  of  a  recent  rule  of  the  su- 
preme court  regulating  the  charges  of  reporters,  it  is  believed  that 
the  cost  of  reporters  in  the  futui*e  will  be  less  than  it  has  been.  As 
reporters  are  employed  only  during  the  jury  trials,  the  legislation 
that  has  been,  and  may  be,  adopted,  tending  to  diminish  the  number 
of  jury  trials,  will  diminish  this  expense. 

If  the  cost  of  reporters  cannot  be  made  less  in  the  futures  than  it 
has  been  in  the  past  I  should  say  repeal  the  law.  But  in  the  hope 
that  it  can  be,  and  in  view  of  the  advantages  of  the  system,  I  should 
not  advise  the  repeal  at  this  time. 

U.  A  second  cause  of  the  increase  of  court  expenses  to  the  State  is 
the  fact  before  alluded  to,  viz :  the  transfer  of  the  expense  of  liquor 
prosecutions  before  justices  from  the  towns  to  the  State  in  1862.  Be- 
fore that,  the  towns  had  the  fines  and  paid  the  expense ;  now,  the 
State  has  the  fines  and  pays  the  expense,  and  this  has  been  about 
$12,000.00  per  year,  but  varying  considerably  from  year  to  year. 
This  expense  has  not  been  in  excess  of  fines  and  costs  received,  but 
has  been  charged  to  court  expenses,  and  thereby  and  to  that  extent 
increased  the  court  expenses,  as  the  account  is  made  up  from  year  to 
year.  The  inducement  to  this  change  was  probably  the  expectation 
of  a  more  vigorous  and  economical  enforcement  of  the  law.  How  it 
worked  in  this  respect  I  am  unable  to  say. 

ni.  A  third  cause  of  increase  of  court  expenses  arises,  to  some 
extent,  from  an  increase  of  fees  of  court  officers  which  has  taken  place 
since  1860.  The  following  schedule  shows  what  items,  chargeable  to 
the  State,  have  been  increased  by  statute. 

The  fixing  of  some  items  of  fees  is  reposed  in  the  judges  of  the  su- 
preme court,  which  they  regulate  from  time  to  time,  by  a  rule  of 
court,  as  to  them  seems  just.

It  will  be  noticed  that  a  large  increase,  and  the  largest  in  cost 
to  the  State,  owing  to  their  number  and  length  of  service,  has 
been  in  the  pay  of  jurors,  grand  and  petit,  which  has 
advanced  from  $1.25  to  $2.00  per  day.  I  do  not  think  it  is 
too  large  now,  but  do  think  it  was  too  small  before  the  increase 
was  made.  The  service  of  a  juror  is  important,  and  good  men 
only  should    be    selected  to  perform  it.     To  cut  down  their  pay 
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would  be  unjust  to  the  men  compelled  to  serve,  and  would 
tend  to  degrade  the  office  and  to  lessen  the  care  with  which  selec- 
tions are  made. 

There  has  also  been  an  increase  in  some  of  the  items  of  fees  of 
town  grand  jurors,  justices,  witnesses,  sheriffs  and  county  clerks,  as 
appears  from  the  schedules.  The  profits  of  these  officers  are  made 
up  from  small  items.  The  total  income  depends  on  the  amount  of 
business.  I  do  not  think  that  imder  proper  regulations,  that  will 
prevent  over  and  double  charges,  the  income  of  these  officers  would 
be  large  or  disproportionate  to  the  income  of  other  business  of  equal 
character.  Some  items  seem  to  be  out  of  proportion  to  others,  and 
probably  a  more  equable  and  just  fee  bill  could  be  devised.  But  a 
blow  aimed  simply  at  the  reduction  of  the  income  of  these  officers 
by  cutting  down  the  fees  to  any  considerable  extent  would,  in  my 
judgment,  be  unjust  to  honest  and  competent  officers,  and  would 
produce  but  slight  effect  in  the  reduction  of  court  expenses.  The 
evil,  so  far  as  it  exists,  does  not  lie  in  paying  too  much  for  service 
actually  rendered,  but  in  paying  for  service  that  was  Hever  performed 
— which  point  is  hereinafter  referred  to. 

Upon  the  question  of  lessening  the  court  expenses  by  catting 
down  the  salaries  of  the  supreme  court  judges  I  express  no  official 
opinion,  being  one  of  the  judges.  My  indwidual  view  is  doubtless 
well  known  or  will  be  readily  inferred.  As  extended  an  inquiry  as 
I  have  been  able  to  make  has  disclosed  no  one,  familiar  with  their 
duties,  who  would  say  that  he  honestly  thought  the  salary  was  too 
large,  but  the  expression  has  generally  been  that  it  was  too  small. 

The  salary  of  the  reporter  of  the  decisions  of  the  supreme  court  is 
$850.00,  and  is  generally  conceded  to  be  none  too  large. 

rV.  The  fourth  cause  of  increase  has  arisen  from  improper 
charges  and  overcharges  of  fees  by  some  officers.  How  exten- 
sive this  has  been  it  is  impossible  to  tell  from  the  reports,  but 
that  the  practice  has  existed  somewhat  is  made  plain  by  the  re- 
ports in  some  cases.  For  instance,  cases  have  been  found  where 
justices  have  been  allowed  for  copies  of  record,  and  travel  for  return- 
ing the  same,  where  there  was  no  copy  called  for  by  tlie  law.  Also^ 
counsel  fees  have  been  allowed  before  justices  when  not  warranted 
by  law.  Also,  fees  in  some  instances  have  been  allowed  in  several 
processes  against  the  same  man  at  the  same  time  where,  under  a  proper 
administration  of  the  law,  but  one  process  would  have  been  issued. 
These  appear  on  the  face  of  the  returns.  It  appears  also  that  the 
justices'  bills  of  costs  in  proceedings  in  some  counties  are  nearly 
double  the  bills  in  other  counties  for  the  same  general  class  of  pros- 
ecutions, yet  it  cannot  be  determined  from  the  returns  what  items 
were  overcharged. 

The  opportunities  for  overcharges  in  justices'  bills  of  cost  have  ex- 
isted by  reason  of  the  imperfect  method  of  making  returns  to  the 
county  clerks  by  justices,  and  because  of  a  great  lack  of  unifarmiiy  in 
the  methods  and  understanding  of  court  auditors,  and  of  their  differ- 
ent interpretations  of  the  law.  This  has  been  remedied  to  some  ex- 
tent within  the  last  two  years.     The  system  of  classification  of  county 
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clerks'  returns  and  the  returns  made  by  justices,  are  not  full  enough  in 
their  present  shape,  except  in  some  cases,  to  show  what  fines  have 
been  paid  or  even  imposed.  The  clerks'  returns  show  the  gross  amount 
of  fines  received  by  them,  but  in  many  cases  they  do  not  show  the 
nature  of  the  action  in  which  they  were  paid,  or  even  whether  it  was 
a  county  court  case  or  a  justice  case.  There  are,  however  notable 
exceptions  to  this  fault 

It  is  said  that  a  consideraable  amount  of  fines  and  costs  collected 
of  respondents  has  never  been  paid  over  to  the  county  clerks 
for  the  State.  As  I  have  no  means  of  knowing  to  what  extent 
this  is  true,  I  venture  no  statement  about  it  further  than  to  say 
that  it  is  claimed  to  be  very  large,  and  there  is  no  doubt  of  its  truth, 
to  some  extent. 

There  has  also  been  on  opportunity,  and  as  I  am  informed,  and 
as  the  reports  indicate,  somewhat  of  a  practice  of  making  con- 
structive charges  in  prosecutions  before  magistrates,  which  if  not 
contrary  to  the  letter  are  contrary  to  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the 
law.  For  instance :  an  ofiicer  has  a  complaint  and  warrant  for  ar- 
resting a  man  for  selling  liquor,  and  makes  the  arrest  after,  say,  thirty 
miles  travel.  The  respondent  is  brought  into  court  and  fined  on 
that  complaint.  Then  he  is  arraigned  and  fined  on  complaint  for 
keeping  with  intent  to  sell.  Then  if  he  was  intoxicated  when  arrested 
a  complaint  is  made  for  that.  Then  if  he  resists  the  officer  or  makes 
disturbance  when  arrested  a  complaint  is  made  for  that.  A  bill  of 
costs  is  then  made  in  each  prosecution  allowing  travel,  witness  fees, 
&c.y  in  full  in  each  case.  In  other  words,  the  costs  on  the  first 
complaint  are  quadruplicated,  although  there  has  really  been  but 
one  hearing. 

Again,  ten  men  are  charged  with  the  commission  of  some 
crime.  Complaints  are  made  against  them  jointly  and  again 
separately.  And  then,  by  combinations  of  names,  the  complaints 
may  be  as  numerous  as  combinations  can  be  made  under  the 
rule  of  permutations,  and  full  bills  of  costs  made  and  claimed  in 
every  case. 

These  extreme  illustrations  are  stated  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
what  is  possible  in  the  hands  of  dishonest  men  under  the  law  and 
under  the  present  svstem  of  justices'  returns  and  auditors'  account- 
ing. Numerous  otner  illustrations  of  possible  double  or  construe 
tive  charges  could  be  given,  and  actual  cases  have  occurred  dififering 
in  degree  but  of  similar  character  to,  and  which  suggested,  the  illus- 
trations. 

These  opportunities  of  **  leakages"  can  and  should  be  cut  off.  The 
act  passed  at  the  last  session  in  relation  to  court  expenses  was  de- 
signed to  correct  some  of  the  evils  and  its  operation  has  been  good, 
Ihe  court  expenses  since  then  having  been  largely  reduced.  But 
further  legislation  is  required.  Justices  should  be  required  to  keep 
a  record  and  make  a  return  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  cause  in  which 
the  fee  belongs  to  the  State,  so  full  and  complete  in  all  its  details  that 
it  will  furnish  a  sure  gnide  to  the  auditor  in  passing  upon  the  jus 
tice's  bill  of  costs  in  each  case.     The  auditor  should  be  prohibited 
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from  allowing  any  bill  of  costs  in  favor  of  a  justice  until  such  retura 
is  mada 

Some  officer  should  be  made  responsible  for  the  collection  of  fines 
and  costs,  and  for  the  disbursing  of  fees  to  whomsoever  due.  I 
think  that  the  justice  should  be  that  officer,  and  that  he  should 
be  required  to  keep  an  accoxmt  of  all  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments in  State  causes  before  him,  and  make  returns  thereof,  semi- 
annually, to  the  county  clerk,  showingr  in  what  cases  he  has  col- 
lected fines  and  costs,  and  in  what  he  has  not,  and  why  not,  and 
to  whom  he  has  made  disbursements,  and  to  whom  they  are  due 
and  unpaid,  and  in  what  causes  and  for  what.  There  should  be  a 
limitation  of  time  for  paying  fees,  and  justices  should  be  required 
to  return  fees  not  paid  within  that  time.  Penalties  should  be  pre- 
scribed for  their  withholding  of  funds  belonging  to  the  State,  and 
for  failure  to  make  returns,  and  for  false  returns.  The  auditor  of 
accounts  should  be  required  to  prepare  and  furnish  to  the  county 
clerks,  to  be  distributed,  suitable  books  and  blanks  for  carrying  out 
the  provisions  of  the  act,  and  proper  fees  should  be  allowed  justices 
for  their  services. 

If  this  plan,  or  its  equivalent,  should  be  adopted,  I  should  advise 
that  the  number  of  justices  to  do  this  State  business-  should  be  lim- 
ited to  say  one  in  every  ^ye  and  fraction  of  more  than  half  of  five 
elected.  But  a  small  proportion  of  justices,  in  fact,  hear  State  pros- 
ecutions now.  If  this  limitation  should  be  made  and  authority  given 
to  tiie  Governor  to  specify  in  the  commissions  who  should  do  this 
business,  it  would  obviate  the  necessity  and  expense  of  distributing 
books  and  blanks  to  the  other  justices,  and  would  enable  county 
clerks  and  auditors  to  keep  a  closer  supervision  of  the  whole  mat- 
ter. The  business  would  be  likely  to  be  done  better  and  with  less 
loss,  and  the  objection  would  be  removed  that  many  good  men  make 
to  accepting  the  office  of  justice,  viz:  their  liability  to  be  called  onto 
do  the  ciiminal  business. 

It  may  not  be  practicable  to  define  what  shall  constitute  construc- 
tive, double,  and  over  charges.  The  determination  of  this  can  be 
left  as  the  law  now  leaves  it^  with  the  court  auditors,  with  the  duty 
expressly  imposed  of  disallowing  such  charges.  Under  the  operation 
of  such  an  act  it  would  be  an  easy  matter  for  the  auditor  of  accounts 
to  bring  about  uniformity  in  allowances  in  the  whole  matter  of  audit- 
ing bills  by  exercising  the  powers  vested  in  him  by  section  48,  page 
69,  of  the  General  Statutes. 

It  may  be  further  suggested  that  the  system  of  auditing  could  be 
simplified,  and  the  expense  diminished,  by  dispensing  with  court 
auditors  and  imposing  their  duties  upon  the  State  auditor.  As  a 
general  proposition  auditors  should  never  bo  local  officers  and  there- 
by subject  to  local  influencea  The  expense  of  court  auditors  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  July  Slst,  1878,  was  $1211.00.  This  is  made 
up  of  the  fifty  cent  fee  allowed  on  each  claim  audited.  Therefore 
the  more  numerous  the  claims  by  division  of  bills  the  more  are 
the  fees  of  the  couii;  auditor.  There  are  some  reasons  for  re- 
taining these  officers,  but  in  view  of  their  cost,  and  of  the  ad- 
vantage   of  having  all   accounts   audited   by   one   man    index>en- 
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dent  of  local  pre88m*e,  I  think  a  chancre  had  better  be  tried.  In 
that  event,  provision  should  be  made  iPor  the  State  auditor  to  visit 
each  county,  semi  annually,  to  audit  the  accounts  for  the  preceding 
six  months. 

There  are  other  parts  of  the  machinery  of  the  State  government 
that  need  repairs  in  respect  to  cost  of  running,  which,  however,  are  not 
embraced  in  the  resolution  under  which  this  report  is  made,  and  are 
therefore  not  touched  upon  here.  But  there  is  one  item  which,  though 
not  a  court  expense,  is  paid  through  the  county  clerks  and  is  there- 
fore embraced  in  their  returns  and  has  come  under  my  observation  ; 
and  for  this  reason,  though  not  strictly  within  the  province  of  this 
commission,  I  venture  to  alludt)  to  it.  This  is  the  expense  of  the 
returns  to  the  county  clerks  of  the  votes  for  county  commissioners 
and  senators,  and  other  officers  mentioned  in  section  22,  page  40,  of 
the  General  Statutes.  Tlie  method  provided  for  making  returns 
was  adopted  before  the  facilities  by  mail,  express,  telegraph,  &c., 
v^ere  as  complete  and  reliable  as  they  are  now.  The  avei*age  expense 
of  milking  these  returns  is  more  than  $500.00  per  year.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  a  new  method  might  be  adopted  which  would  be  as  safe 
and  reliable  as  the  present  one  and  would  result  in  a  saving  of  most 
of  the  expense. 

In  the  foregoing  tbe  design  has  been  only  to  suggest  the  legisla- 
tion that  may  be  adopted,  not  to  present  it  in  detail. 

Hereto  is  appended  the  table  referred  to,  with  the  corresponding 
items  for  each  year,  printed  side  by  side  for  convenience  of  com- 
parison. 

Since  the  above  was  put  in  type,  I  have  been  informed  that  the 
court  expenses  for  the  biennial  term  ending  July  31st  1880, 
have  diminished  $48,058.62  from  what  they  were  for  the  next  pre- 
ceding biennial  term.  The  forthcoming  auditor's  report  will  show 
how  uie  fact  is.

REPORT  OF  THE   GOAIMITrEE  OX   THE  HOUSE  OF 
CORRECTION. 

To  the  House  of  RepreseiUatines  : 

The  Committee  on  the  House  of  Correction  who  were  instructed 
by  joint  resolution,  adopted  in  concurrence  October  21th,  to  visit  that 
institution,  examine  the  sa:ne  and  report  to  their  respective  Houses, 
respectfully  submit  the  following :

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In  company  with  two  of  the  directors,  Hon.  W.  H.  H.  Bin^i^bam  and 
Hon.  Ner.  P.  Simonds,  your  committee  visited  the  House  of  Cor> 
rection,  locat^ed  in  Rutland,  on  Thiu'sday,  October  28th.  On  entering 
the  grounds  we  were  met  by  the  gentltmunly  t-upeiintendtnt,  G.  N. 
Eayers,  who  seemed  in  eveiy  way  eminently  fitted  for  the  situation 
he  occupies. 

With  the  superintendtnt  and  directoiB,  we  first  took  a  survey  of 
the  grounds  on  which  the  buildings  were  erected.  Your  committee 
feel  tlmt  tliey  cannot  speak  in  too  high  teims  of  the  btauty  of  the 
location  and  its  adaptcdness  to  the  wants  of  such  an  institution.  The 
buildings  are  situated  on  a  high  elevation  of  land  overlooking  the 
village  of  Rutland,  bounded  in  front  by  a  small  river,  which  gives 
ample  facilities  for  drainage.  Your  committee  feel  that  the  location, 
the  facilities  for  diainage,  the  supply  of  water,  the  scrupulous 
cleanliness  about  the  giunnds  and  in  and  about  the  buildings  make 
it  all  that  can  be  desiied  by  the  State  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view. 

Your-  committee  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  give  any  description  of 
the  buildings,  as  that  may  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  commissioners 
in  the  Vermont  House  Journal  of  1878.  The  buildings,  in  the  opinion 
of  your  committee,  are  well  built  and  well  adapted  to  the  pui  poses 
for  which  they  were  erected,  and  reflect  great  credit  upon  the  per- 
sons who  had  the  planning  and  erection  of  the  same  in  charge. 

Your  committee  found  the  number  in  the  House,  to  be  eighty- 
six.  This  number  is  constantly  changing,  sometimes  more,  some- 
times less.  The  average  time  lor  which  the  men  are  committed  is 
not  far  from  seven  months.  The  men  were  neaily  all  of  them  at 
work  in  the  work  shops,  wliich  seemed  overcrowded,  in  consequence 
of  which  the  men  could  not  work  to  advantage,  and  it  was  apparent 
to  the  committee  that  more  room  was  needed,  and  they  would  here 
recommend  that  an  addition,  asked  by  the  directoi-s  in  their  report, 
of  forty  feet,  be  made  to  the  work  shop. 

Religious  services  are  held  every  Sabbath  in  the  chapel,  and  all  of 
the  pnsoners  aie  required  to  attend,  unless  excused  by  the  supeiin- 
tendent.  Many  of  the  convicts  take  part  in  the  singing,  and  seem 
quite  attentive  to  and  interested  in  the  exercises.  These  services 
have  been  conducted  by  Christian  workers  from  the  vaiious  churches 
in  the  village  of  Rutland,  and  should  be  encouiaged  in  every  way 
consistent  with  good  discipliiie,  as  religious  culture  and  training  lay 
at  the  very  foundation  of  all  tiue  reform,  and  every  such  institution 
should  be  made  as  reformatory  in  its  character  as  possible. 

Your  committee  found  that  an  appropriation  was  needed,  and 
they  would  recommend  that  the  same  be  made  by  the  Legislature,  of 
six  thousand  dollars  to  pay  the  indebtedness  incurred  by  the  direct- 
ors, as  shown  in  their  report,  in  building  the  work  shop,  and  buying 
a  small  piece  of  land  in  addition  to  that  included  in  the  originid 
purchase. 

Also  appropriation  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  proposed  exten> 
sion  of  the  work  shop,  previously  mentioned. 

Also  an  appropriation  of  twenty-two  thousand  dollars  to  meet  the 
current  expensos  of  the  House  of  Correction  for  the  two  years  to 
come.' 
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In  closing,  your  committee  would  express  themselves  as  feelings 
that  the  ipsiitution  has  been  well  and  ably  managed  from  its  begin- 
ning to  the  present  time. 

That  it  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  old  jail  system  and  much  lesa 
expensive  to  the  State. 

The  superintendent  and  board  of  directors  have  been  faithful  and 
diligent  in  the  discharge  of  the  responsible  duties  devolving  upon 
them,  and  your  committee  would  recommend  that  they  be  rettuned 
in  office.

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REPORT  FROM  COMMITTEE  ON  ELECTIONS  ON  WELLS 
CONTESTED  ELECTION  CASE. 

To  the  House  of  Represefitatives  : 

The  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  was  refeiTed  the  reiuon- 
strance  of  Nathan  Spaulding  against  ilie  election  of  Allen  C.  Grover, 
the  returned  member  of  this  House  from  the  the  town  of  Wells,  to  a 
seat  on  the  floor  of  the  House — and  also  the  memorial  of  said  Spaul- 
ding, praying  for  said  seat  for  himself,  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report; 

That  at  the  hearing  before  the  committee  the  counsel  for  the  re- 
turned member  objected  to  the  reception  of  the  evidence  in  the  case, 
claiming  there  was  no  legal  evidence  of  any  notice  to  said  Grover  as 
is  required  by  sections  27  and  28  of  chapter  1  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes. 

The  committee,  however,  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  notice  is  suf- 
ficient, although  it  was  not  made  a  part  of  the  written  evidence 
taken  before  the  justibe  taking  such  testimony  ;  and  said  notice  and 
certificate  is  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to  wit: 

"Wells,  Vt.,  Sept.  11th,  1880. 
To  Allen  C.  Grover  : 

Please  take  notice  that  I  intend  to  contest  your  election  as  a  Mem  - 
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ber  of  the  next  House  of  Representatiyes  of  this  State  from  tke 
town  of  Wells.

^'I,  Nathan  Spaulding,  of  Wells,  in  the  county  of  Eutland  and 
Slate  of  Vermont,  of  lawful  age,  on  oath  say,  tliat  on  September 
11th,  1880,  at  said  Wells,  I  delivered  to  Allen  C.  Grover,  of  said 
Wells,  the  returned  Member  of  the  House  of  Representatiyes  from 
said  town  of  Wells,  a  notice  in  writiiLg  of  my  intention  to  contest 
the  validity  of  his  election  as  such  returned  member,  of  which  notice 
the  notice  in  writing  hereto  attached  is  a  duplicate.

\}\vjn  tlK'  other  (juestions  presented  in  tlie  case,  V'jnr  committee 
find  the  following  facts  : 

Tiiat  at  a  freemens"  inei^ing  holden  at  Wells,  on  tlie  first  Tuesday 
of  September  last,  the  said  Allen  C.  Grover  was  declared  elected 
repiesentativji  on  the  following  vote : 

Wliole  number  of  votes  cast,  146  :  of  which,  74  were  for  Allen  C. 
Grover,  and  72  were  for  Nathan  Spaulding.  Only  one  ballot  was 
taken. 

And  your  committee  further  find  that  five  votes  were  cast  on  said 
ballot  by  persons  who  were  not  legal  voters  in  the  town  of  Wells  at 
said  election — four  of  which  last  mentioned  votes  were  cast  for  Allen 
C.  Grover,  and  the  fifth  one,  the  vote  of  Patrick  Laughlin,  the  ma- 
jority of  your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  »«,  too^  was  cast  for  Al- 
len C.  Grover ;  and,  as  this  vote  would  not  change  the  final  result 
of  the  contioversy,  if  counted,  either  vsay^  we  have  treated  it — as 
viewed  by  the  majority  of  the  committee — ^as  having  been  cast  for 
Allen  C.  Grover. 

And,  further,  that  one  vote  was  offered  for  Nathan  Spaulding,  by 
Dwight  Hubbard,  which  said  vote  was  rejected  by  the  presiding  of- 
ficer when  it  should  have  been  received  and  counted  for  said  Spaul- 
ding ;  which,  in  case  all  legal  votes  offered  had  been  received  and 
counted,  and  all  iUegal  votes  rejected,  would  have  left  said  ballot 
standing  as  follows: 

For  Allen  C.  Grover 69 

For  Nathan  Spaulding 73 

Two  other  points  were  made  and  very  ably  presented  by  counsel 
for  the  returned  member,  as  follows : 

I.  That  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  September,  1880,  the  said  Nathan 
Spaulding  was  not  eligible  as  a  representative  for  the  town  of 
Wells. 

II.  That  by  reason  of  such  ineligibility  the  votes  cast  for  him 
(Spaulding)  should  not  be  counted  at  all.  Or  in  other  words,  that 
the  legal  effect  of  the  proceeding  at  said  freemens*  meeting  would 
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haTe  been  the  same  had  all  the  votes  cast  at  said  meeting  been  cast 
for  Allen  C.  Grover. 

Your  committee  have  deemed  it  unnecessary  to  consider  this  last 
proposition,  in  view  of  their  conclusions  on  the  first. 

And  upon  the  question  of  eligibility  of  Nathan  Spaulding,  your 
committee  find  and  report  the  following  facts  : 

Nathan  Spaulding,  the  contestant,  is  35  years  of  age.  He  was  bom 
in  Pawlet.  Vt. ;  he  lived  in  various  towns  in  Vermont  until  he  was 
about  23  years  of  age  or  until  1868  (excepting  one  year  in  the  army). 
He  became  a  resident  of  Wells,  Vt.,  four  or  five  years  before  he  be- 
came of  age  there  and  remained  there  till  he  was  about  twenty  three 
years  old,  when  he  removed  to  Missouri,  as  herainafter  stated.  Be- 
fore his  removal  to  Missouri  in  1868  he  had-taken  the  freeman's  oath  ; 
and  we  find  that  at  the  time  of  his  removal  ho  was  a  freeman  in  this 
State,  subject  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  freeman. 

In  1868  said  Spaulding  and  his*  wife  left  Vermont  and  went  to 
Missouri.  He  disposed  of  nearly  aU  his  property  before  leaving  the 
State.  And  we  find  from  Mi\  Spaufding's  testimony  (no  other  being 
produced  before  tts)  that  he  left  Vermont  for  Missouri  with  the  in- 
tention of  returning  after  the  expiration  of  four  years.  That  while 
there  he  was  engaged  in  the  business  of  photographer  in  Brookfield, 
Medeville,  Wheeling,  Lathrop,  Lawson,  Albany  and  Camden,  all  in 
the  state  of  Missouri. 

That  he  never  voted  or  paid  taxes  in  Missouri.  That  he  resided 
in  Missouri  long  enough  to  have  become  a  freeman  in  that  State  pro- 
vided he  had  registered  there.  But  we  do  not  find  tiiat  he  did 
register  as  was  necessary  to  entitle  him  to  vote  in  that  State. 

That  in  1872,  Mr.  Spaulding  and  family  returned  from  Missouri, 
and  located  in  Wells,  Vermont,  where  he  has  since  resided.  The  fol- 
lowing interrogatories  and  answers  appear  in  the  deposition  of  Nathan 
Spaulding  produced  in  evidence : 

Int  Did  you  vote  at  the  freemen's  meeting  in  1874  or  1876  here 
in  Wells  ? 

j^s.     I  could  not  say  whether  I  did  or  not 

Int     Did  you  vote  at  the  freemen's  meeting  held  here  in  1878  f 

Ans.    I  did. 

Int  Have  you  ever,  Mr.  Spaulding,  since  your  return  from  Mis- 
souri, taken  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  State  of  Vermont  1 

Ans.    I  have  not. 

Int  Have  you  ever,  since  your  return  from  Missouri,  taken  the 
freeman's  oath  as  prescribed  by  the  statute  of  the  State  of  Ver- 
mont^ 

1  have  not,  since  I  came  from  Missouri. 

And  your  committee  in  attempting  to  apply  the  law  given  as  to  the 
facts  above  set  forth,  have  had  some  difficulty  in  satisfactorily  deter 
mining  the  question  of  the  eligibility  of  Mr.  Spaulding.  But  from 
the  evidence  before  us  we  are  of  the  opinion,  and  so  report,  that  the 
contestant.,  Nathan  Spaulding,  having  been  once  a  resident,  freeman 
and  legal  voter  in  Wells,  he  did  not,  as  aflfecting  the  questic^n  of 
eligibility  lose  his  citzenship  or  residence  in   Vermont.      But  the 
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contrai-y,  that  all  bis  constitutioDal  rights  remained  exceptinpf  bo  far 
as  they  are  afifeoted  by  chaptei*  1  of  the  General  Statutes,  which  pro- 
visions we  do  not  think  alfect  the  question  here  presented  for  de- 
cision. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts,  therefore,  your  committee  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  accompanying  resolutions : 

Itesolved,  That  Allen  C.  Grover,  the  returned  member  of  this 
House  from  the  town  of  Wells,  was  not  duly  elected  by  the  freemen  of 
said  town  and  is  not  entitled  to  his  seat  in  this  House. 

JResolved,  That  Nathan  Spaulding  of  said  Wells  was  duly  elected 
by  the  freemen  of  the  town  of  Wells  as  their  representative  for  the 
two  years  ending  the  fiist  Tuesday  of  September,  1882,  and  is  enti- 
tled to  his  seat  in  this  House.

EEPORT  OF  COMMISSIONER  FOR  VERMONT  UPON  THE 
YORKTOWN  CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATION. 

MESSAGE. 
STATE  OF  VERMONT.

MoNTPELiEB,  November  19,  1880. 
To  the  QenercU  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Vermont  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  transmit  to  you  the  report  of  the 
Hon.  John  L.  Barstow,  Commissioner  for  Vermont  of  the  Centennial 
Celebration  to  be  held  at  Yorktown,  Va.,  in  October  next,  which  I 
commend  to  your  careful  consideration. 

The  celebration  of  great  events  and  important  epochs  in  the  history 
of  a  nation  tends  to  bring  more  vividly  before  the  minds  of  the  peo- 
ple such  events  and  epochs  as  well  as  the  piinciples  resulting  h'om 
such  events  and  taking  their  origin  at  such  epochs,  than  can  any  words 
of  orator,  poet  or  historian.* 

It  is  well  to  mark  the  recurrence  of  the  anniversaries  of  the  lead- 
ing events  of  the  revolutionary  stiuggle  that  made  us  a  free  people. 
The  day  of  the  declaration  of  our  independence  we  obsei-ve  annu- 
ally.    Some  of  the  other  decisive  events  we  seem  to  have  forgotten  ^ 
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and  only  call  them  to  mind  now  that  their   hundredth  anniversary 
is  approaching. 

The  victoiy  of  the  allied  French  and  American  armies  and  fleets 
under  Washington,  De  Rochambeau  and  De  Grasse,  over  the  English 
forces  under  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown,  Va.,  October  19,  1781,  was 
one  of  the  greatest  victories  of  the  Revolution  and  the  last.  Its 
celebmtion  next  October,  as  provided  for  by  Congress,  will  be  the 
last  and  it  is  believed  the  finest  of  the  centennial  celebrations  of  the 
Revolutionary  war.  Congress  and  the  states  of  the  Union  generally 
have  or  are  providing  that  the  displ  ly  on  that  occasion  shall  be  com- 
mensurate with  the  importance  of  the  occasion.  Congress  has 
appropriated  $20,000  for  the  celebration  alone,  and  $100,000 
for  the  monument  to  be  erected  on  the  site.  The  ai-my  and 
navy  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  French  government  will  take 
part  in  the  ceremonies.  Should  our  own  State  desire  to  be  repre- 
sented there,  in  a  proper  manner,  something  must  be  done  by  the 
present  Legislature. 

It  is  ti-ue  that  Vermont  was  not  one  of  the  original  thirteen  States^ 
hut  she  had  an  independent  existence  as  a  State  at  the  time  of  the 
battle  of  Yorktown,  and  many  of  her  sons  were  in  the  American 
army.  Ticonderoga  and  Crown  Point,  Hubbardton  and  Bennington 
had  already  become  famous,  and  Vermont  has  participated  in  all  the 
benefite  of  the  grand  results  of  the  victory  at  Yorktown.  Let  us, 
then,  take  a  proper  part  in  the  celebration  of  that  occasion. 

The  report  of  the  commissioner  will  give  you  a  fuller  and  more 
accurate  statement  in  regard  to  the  matter  than  I  have  time  or  occa- 
sion to  give  here.

REPORT. 

To  His  Excellerhcy  Roawell  Famham, 

Governor  of  VermoiU  : 

SiB : — On  the  19th  of  November,  1879,  the  undersigned  was  ap- 
pointed by  His  Excellency  Red  field  Proctor,  Governor  of  Vermont, 
a  commissioner  to  represent  this  State  in  making  arrangemeute  for 
a  celebration  of  the  centennial  anniversary  of  the  surrender  of  Corn- 
wallis, in  accordance  with  the  resolutions  adopted  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Governors  of  the  old  thirteen  states,  in  Philadelphia,  on  the  19th 
day  of  October,  1879. 

In  making  a  report  of  my  labors  under  this  cjmraission,  it  may 

not  be  amiss  first  to  glance  at  tiie  historical  importance  of  the  event, 

,  the  remembrance  of  which  it  is  proposed  to  perpetuate,  and  follow 

this  with  a  brief  statement  of  what  has  been  done  and  of  what  is 

proposed  to  be  done. 

On  the  19tli  day  of  October,  1781,  the  surrender  of  Lord  Corn- 
wallis to  General  Washington  made  our  independence  an  accom- 
plished fact 

Washington  ordered  our  whole  army  to  be  assembled  to  "  render 
4Jianks  to  that  God  who  had  given  them  the  victory." 
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When  the  news  reached  Congress  that  body,  with  the  people  stream- 
ing in  their  train,  went  in  procession  to  church  to  retnm  thanks  t^ 
Almighty  God  for  crowning  with  Buccess  the  allied  aims  of  America 
and  France.  They  voted  fiianks  to  Washington  and  Lafayette,  and 
from  all  parts  of  the  coiintiy  there  burst  forth  one  universal  exprea- 
sion  of  joy,  gratitude,  thanksgiving  and  applause  to  the  allied  heroes 
who  fought  under  Washington  and  triumphed  over  Britain. 

On  the  29th  of  October  Congress  voted  that  a  monument  should 
be  erected  at  Yorktown  to  commemorate  the  event. 

When  the  news  of  the  surrender  reached  France,  the  name  of 
Lafayette  was  eveiy where  pronounced  with  veneration,  and  the 
Duke  of  Vergennes  said,  '*  History  ofFeis  no  example  of  success  so 
complete." 

At  the  British  court  Lord  North  said,  "  it  is  all  over ;"  and  on  the 
succeeding  4th  of  March  the  British  pailiament  resolved,  **that  the 
House  would  consider  as  enemies  to  His  Majesty  and  to  the  country 
all  t)30se  who  should  advise  or  attempt  the  further  prosecution  of  of- 
fensive war  on  the  continent  of  North  America." 

The  poverty  and  distress  of  the  people  after  the  wai*  was  such 
that  the  resolution  of  Congress  in  regard  to  a  suitable  monument 
was  not  carried  into  effect,  and  no  serioas  effort  in  that  direction  has 
been  made  until  quite  recently. 

During  the  summer  of  1879  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  in  view  of 
the  approaching  centennial  of  this  great  event,  suggested  a  meeting 
of  the  governors  of  the  old  thirteen  states,  with  reference  to  a  proper 
celebration  of  that  day  and  the  completion  of  the  monument.  By 
the  appropriate  invitation  of  Gov.  Hoyt  of  Pennsylvania,  the  gov- 
ernors met  at  Independence  Hall  in  Philadelphia,  on  the  anniversary 
of  the  surrender,  and  passed  a  resolution  recommending  the  people 
of  the  United  States  to  organize  such  a  celebration  of  the  centen- 
nial anniversary  of  the  suiTender  of  Comwallis  at  Yorktown,  as  shall 
befit  the  historical  significance  of  that  event,  and  the  present  great- 
ness of  the  Nation. 

Fui'ther,  that  a  committee  of  one  from  each  state  in  the  Union  be 
appointed  by  the  several  governors  (with  the  governor  of  Virginia  as 
chairman),  to  make  the  proper  arrangements. 

The  meeting  was  largely  atti^nded  and  enthusiastic.  It  looked  to 
a  great  national  jubilee  in  commemomtion  of  the  crowning  military 
success  of  the  patriots  who  took  up  arms  in  1775,  and  who  did  not 
lay  them  down  until  the  surrender  at  Yorktown  betokened  the 
complete  and  finil  renunciation  of  British  claims  to  sovereignty 
over  the  people  who,  at  Philadelphia  in  1776,  declared  their  inde- 
pendence. 

The  united  sense  of  the  meeting  was  that  the  lessons  of  history 
are  enforced  upon  the  rising  generation,  the  gospel  of  freedom  is 
preached  in  no  more  effoctivo  way  than  by  such  celebrations  as  began 
at  Concord  in  1875,  and  will  end  at  Yorktown  in  1881,  where  widely 
separated  and  perhaps  long  estianged  representative  citizens  of  our 
common  county  are  brought  face  to  face,  and  where  they  may  renew 
their  pledofes  of  devotion  to  the  principles  wbich  are  the  cornerstone 
of  our  indissoluble  republic. 
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Animated  and  patriotic  addresses  were  made  by  Gov.  Andrewsr 
of  Connecticut,  Gbv.  Carroll  of  Maryland,  Gov.  Hoyt  of  Pennsylra- 
nia,  and  others. 

Gov.  Holliday  of  Virginia  said,  '*  the  celebration  would  be  an  earn- 
est that  the  bond  which  bound  our  ancestors  one  hundred  years 
ago  has  not  been  severed,  and  that  the  states  whose  names  are  indi- 
visibly  connected  in  history,  cannot  be  made  to  feel  toward  each  other 
as  aliens.  Though  a  dark  and  fearful  epoch  has  intervened  between 
those  early  days  and  ours,  peace  now  reigns,  and  letting  the  dead 
past  bury  its  dead,  we  look  to  the  future  with  confidence.  The  splen- 
did treasui'es  of  the  Centennial  assure  us  that  the  Republic  lives,  and 
that  bitter  memories  are  dead.  Let  crimination  and  recrimination 
cease — ^they  can  do  no  good." 

The  request  to  have*  a  commissioner  appointed  from  each  State 
was  generally  complied  with,  and  on  the  4th  of  Januaiy,  1880, 
Mr.  Goode,  the  member  of  Congress  from  the  Yorktown  district,  pre- 
sented the  following  timely  resolution  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives at  Washington : 

Whereas,  on  Monday,  the  29th  day  of  October,  1781,  it  was 

^'Hesolved,  That  the  United  States,  in  Congress  assembled,  will 
cause  to  be  erec1;ied  at  York,  in  Virginia,  a  marble  column,  adorned 
with  emblems  of  the  alliance  between  the  United  States  and  His  Most 
Christian  Majesty,  and  inscribed  with  a  succinct  narrative  of  the 
surrender  of  EarlComwallis  to  His  Excellency  General  Washington, 
Commander-in  chief  of  the  Colonial  forces  of  America  and  France ;  to 
His  Excellency  the  Count  de  Rochambeau,  commanding  the  Auxiliary 
troops  of  His  Most  Christian  Majesty  in  America ;  and  His  Excellency 
the  Count  de  Grasse,  commanding-in-chief  the  Naval  Army  in  France 
in  Chesapeake;"  and 

Whereas,  that  resolution  has  not  been  carried  into  effect,  and  the 
pledge  of  the  nation  made  nearly  one  hundred  years  ago  remains  yet 
unfulfilled;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  eminently  proper  that  the  centennial  anniversary 
of  the  decisive  victory  achieved  by  Washington  and  the  coiitinental 
army,  with  the  assistance  of  their  French  allies  at  Yorktown,  should 
be  appropriately  celebrated  by  the  American  people  on  the  spot  where 
it  occurred ;  Therefore 

Resolved^  That  a  select  committee  of  thirteen  be  appointed  by  the 
Sx>eaker,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  ap- 
propriating a  suitable  sum  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  in  erecting  at  Yorktown,  in  Virginia,  the  monu- 
ment referred  to  in  the  aforesaid  resolution  of  Congress,  and  of 
making  the  neccessaiy  arrangements  in  conjunction  with  the 
authorities  o%  the  State  of  Virginia,  for  an  appropriate  cele- 
bration by  the  American  people  on  the  19th  day  of  October, 
1881,  for  the  sun-ender  of  the  British  forces  under  Lord  Comwal- 
lis;  and  that  said  committee  have  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  othei-wise 
at  any  time. 

Which  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Pending  further  action  by  Congress,   petitions  from  this  State. 
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headed  by  ex  Governors  Holbrook,  Smith,  Dillingham,  Page,  Hendee 
r.n-i  Ff^.irbanks,  President  Buckham  of  the  University  of  Vermont, 
Judge  PuliUid  and  Hon.  E.  P.  Walton,  President  of '  the  Vermont 
Historical  Society,  and  signed  by  our  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court 
and  many  other  eminent  citizens,  were  presented  in  Congre.>8,  pray- 
ing that  an  appr op  nation  might  be  made  to  erect  a  suitable 
monument  at  Yorktown  to  commemorate  the  surrender  of  Oom- 
wallis. 

The  press  of  the  State  also  urged  our  delegation  in  Congress  to 
assist  in  this  worthy  object. 

These  expressions  of  favor  from  the  eminent  men  and  press  of 
Vermont  were  warmly  acknowledged  by  the  press  and  authorities  of 
the  State  of  Virginia,  and  on  the  7tb  of  June,  1880,  the  President 
signed  the  following  act  of  Congress: 

Ak  Act  to  carry  into  effect  the  resolution  of  Congress,  adopted  on 
the  twenty  ninth  day  of  October,  seventeen  hundred  and  eighty- 
one,  in  regard  to  a  monumental  column,  at  Yorktown,  Virginia, 
and  for  o^er  purposes. 

Whereas,  on  Monday  the  twenty  ninth  day  of  October,  seventeen 
hundred  and  eighty-one,  it  was  resolved.  That  the  United  States  in 
Congress  assembled,  will  cause  to  be  erected  at  York,  in  Virginia,  a 
marble  column,  adorned  with  emblems  of  the  alliance  between  tiie 
United  States  and  His  Most  Christian  Majesty ;  and  inscribed  with 
a  succinct  narrative  of  the  surrender  of  Earl  Comwallis  to  His  Ex- 
cellency General  Washington,  Commander  in  chief  of  the  combined 
Forces  of  America  and  France ;  to  His  Excellency  Count  De  Ro- 
chambeau,  commanding  the  Auxiliary  troops  of  His  Most  Chrich 
tian  Majesty  in  America;  and  His  Excellency  Count  De  Grasse, 
commanding  in  chief  the  Naval  Army  of  Franqe  in  Chesapeake ; 
and 

Whereas,  the  said  resolution  of  Congress  has  not  yet  been  carried 
into  effect,  although  nearly  one  hundred  years  have  elapsed  since  it 
was  adopted ;  Therefore 

£e  it  enacted  by  the  Seti-ate  aiid  House  of  RepresenUUivea  of  the 
United  States  oj  Auxerica  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sar3%  he,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treiisury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  be  expended  under  the 
direction  of  the  Secretaiy  of  War  in  erecting  at  Yorktown,  in  Vir- 
ginia, tht.^  jiionument  refeiTed  to  in  the  aforesaid  resolution  of  Con- 
gress ;  Prolyl ded^  hoirentr.  That  the  material  used  may  be  such  as 
the  Secretary  of  War  may  deem  most  suitable  and  desirable. 

Sec  2.  That  a  commission  of  three  persons  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Secretary  of-  War,  whose  dnty  it  shall  be  to  recommend  a 
suitable  design  for  said  monument ;  to  prepare  a  sketch  of  emblems 
of  the  alliance  between  His  ^Most  Christian  Majesty,  and  the  United 
States ;  and  a  succinct  narrative  of  the  surrender  of  Earl  Comwallis. 
to  be  inscribed  on  the  saino ;  sahject  to  the  approval  and  adoption 
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■  of  the  select  committee  of  thirteen  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  on  the  19th  of  December,  1879,  and  of 
thirteen  Senators  to  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Senate,  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  appropriating  a  suitable 
sum  to  be  expended  in  erecting  at  Yorktown,  in  Virginia,  the  monu- 
ment referred  to. 

Sec.  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  joint  committee  to  select 
the  site  for  the  location  of  said  monument,  to  obtain  tbe  cession  of 
the  same  from  the  State  of  Virginia,  and  to  make  all  necessary  ar- 
rangements for  such  a  celebration  by  the  Ameiictfn  people,  of  the 
centennial  anniversaiy  of  the  battle  of  Yorktown,  on  the  19th  of 
October,  1881,  as  shall  befit  the  histoiical  significance  of  that  event, 
and  the  present  greatness  of  the  Nation.. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropiiated,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  purpose 
of  defraying  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  said  centennial  celebration , 
and  to  be  ^sbursed  under  the  direction  of  the  said  joint  committee. 

Approved  June  7,  1880. 

The  joint  committee  of  thirteen  Senators  and  thirteen  Bepresen- 
tatives  comprises,  among  others,  tiie  names  of  Anthony,  Dawes, 
Hawley,  Bayard  and  Randolph. 

The  Secretary  of  War  has  appointed  as  a  commission  to  select  a 
design  for  the  moniunent  at  Yorktown,  Richard  M.  Hunt  of  New 
York,  Henry  Van  Brimt  of  Boston,  and  J.  Q.  A  Ward,  two  architects 
and  one  sculptor,  each  of  great  eminence  in  their  respective  arts. 

(Congress  having  appropriated  $100,000  for  the  monument  and 
$20,000  for  the  celebration  and  appointed  a  committee  to  take  charge 
of  tiie  whole  matter,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  duties  of  the  original 
commissioners  are  ended. 

When  the  day  comes  for  the  gathering  of  the  people  at  Yorktown, 
it  is  safe  to  say  that  Vermont  will  furnish  her  quota  of  the  crowd 
.that  will  populate  the  Old  Dominion  peninsula. 

It  is  Understood  that  the  government  of  our  sister,  the  young  French 
Republic,  has  signified  its  acceptance  of  an  invitation  to  participate 
in  the  celebration,  and  indicated  its  intention  to  be  represented  by  a 
large  detachment  of  its  army  and  navy  of  all  branches. 

This  will  be  the  largest  and  most  imposing  as  it  will  be  the  last 
of  our  Revolutionaiy  centennials ;  every  State  will  urgently  be  re- 
quested to  participate  in  the  commemoration  of  that  glorious  final 
struggle,  that  secured  our  independence  and  made  us  a  nation. 
What  shall  be  tbe  response  of  Vermont  t  It  seems  to  me  that  eveiy 
dictate  of  patriotic  State  pride  and  honor  demands  that  the  Legisla- 
ture should  make  such  provision  as  shall  ensure  the  Governor  of 
Vermont  a  suitable  escort  on  that  occasion. 

At  the  centennial  of  the  first  of  our  Revolutionary  struggles,  the 
contest  so  gloriously  waged  by  the  "embattled  farmers"  of  Concord 
and  Lexington,  Vermont  was  honorably  represented  by  the  patriotic 
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public  spirit  of  Governor  Peck,  and  t)ne  of  the  best  of  oui*  military 
organizations,  the  Ransom  Guards  of  St.  Albans. 

Asfain,  at  the  grand  display  at  Philadelphia,  on  the  4th  of  Julj, 
1876,  the  Governor  of  Vermont  was  attended  by  two  companies  of 
Vermont  militia,  the  Ransom  Guards  of  St.  Albans,  and  the  Estey 
Guards  of  Brattleboro,  and  at  botl)  these  great  centennial  events,  as 
well  as  on  the  Exposition  grounds  at  Philadelphia,  the  good  name 
of  Veimont  was  maintained  by  private  individuals,  simply  because 
the  attention  of  tho  Legislature  was  not  seasonably  c^led  to  the 
matter.  * 

Our  own  celebraiu  ii  }>t  Bennington,  in  August  1877,  ip  fresh  in 
the  recollection  of  all.  Our  sister  States  did  not  then  let  our  call  for 
help  go  forth  unheeded.  New  Hampshire  sent  a  brigade  of  militia 
to  show  her  interest  in  the  occasion ;  Massachusetts  was  present  by 
her  Legislature^  her  Goveraor  and  principal  officers,  escorted  by  the 
finest  corps  of  citizen  soldierly  in  New  England,  the  Boston  Cadets. 
New  York,  also,  was  represented  bjj^  several  military  organizations. 

Shall  we  in  turn  refuse  to  do  our  simple  duty  in  a  similar  mtuiner, 
and  advertise  to  the  world  that  our  people  are  ready  to  receive  favors, 
but  are  chary  in  making  the  only  return  that  can  be  made  ? 

I  respectfully  submit  to  your  Excellency  the  propriety  of  asking 
the  Legislature  to  take  such  action  as  shall  serve  to  sustain  the  honor 
of  the  State  and  "  testify  the  respect  of  its  sons  for  their  heroic 
ancestry."

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  PRISON. 

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  : 

The  standing  committees  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives on  tlie  State  Prison,  who  were  authorized  and  directed  by 
joint  resolution  to  jointly  visit  and  inspect  the  State  Prison  at  Wind- 
sor, respecifally  state  that,  on  the  22d  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1880, 
in  company  with  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  and  two  of  the  di- 
rectors, Hon.  W.  H.  H.  Bingham  and  Hon.  J.  C.  Parker,  they  visited 
the  institution  and  performed  the  duties  required  of  them,  and  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

Your  committee  were  met  by  the  superintendent,  Hon.  W.  P.  Rice, 
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who  showed  them  around  the  premises  and  expressed  a  desire  for 
thorough  and  ciitical  examination. 

The  rooms,  cells,  halls,  workshops  and  yai'd  were  scmpalouslj 
neat  and  clean  All  the  convicts  were  furnished  with  sufficient  and 
comfoi-table  clothing  and  fed  with  wholsome,  sweet  and  sound  food, 
in  sufficient  quantities  to  satisfy  their  wants. 

The  prison  buildings,  work  shops  and  outbuildings  are  not  ade- 
quate to  the  present  or  future  necessities  of  the  State.   The  bam  ac 
commodations  consist  of  four  old  buildings,  in  a  very  ordinaiy  state 
of  repair  ;  and  the  piggeiy  is  a  nondpscript  of  pens  scattered  around 
in  the  most  inconvenient  places  and  hardly  worth  keeping  in  repair. 

Yoiu"  committee  tind  that  the  profit  from  the  swine  of  the  piison 
during  the  last  twenty  months  amounts  to  ovt^v  seven  hundred  dol- 
lars. 

The  drainage  laid  at  the  prison  some  >ears  ago  has  become  un- 
satisfactory and  will  have  to  be  overhauled  and  relaid.  It  now  dis- 
charges into  an  open  reservoir  in  a  meadow  about  thirty  or  foi-ty 
rods  from  the  buildings  and  is  a  public  nuisance. 

The  old  '*  south  shop  "  was  built  in  1808,  resting  on  the  yard  wall 
and  is  in  a  decayiDg  and  unsafe  condition.  During  the  last  year  it 
was  feared  the  old  building  would  not  sustain  the  weight  of  shoe 
stock  stored  therein,  and  the  directors  were  so  infonned. 

It  is  further  unsafe,  as  with  little  time  a  convict,  with  almost  any 
iron  instrument,  could  dig  a  hole  under  the  wall,  which  would  bring 
him  outside ;  or  a  confedemte  might  come  in  the  night  time  and 
render  assistance,  as  by  some  pre-arranged  signal  which  the  convict 
would  understand. 

The  windows  are  grated,  but  a  confederate  under  the  protection 
ot  the  walk  on  the  wall  might  find  it  an  easy  matter  to  remove  a  sin- 
gle bar  from  the  window,  making  a  space  sufficient  for  a  man  to  go 
through.  Either  of  these  plots  might  succeed  by  a  convict  having 
an  understanding  with  some  other  convict  whose  term  of  imprison- 
ment was  soon  to  expire.  This  building  is  so  connected  with  the 
other  shops  As  to  suggest  to  a  convict  a  way  of  escape. 

Your  committee  farther  report  the  old  and  the  new  prisons  as  stand- 
ing on  the  same  front  line,  each  forty- four  feet  deep,  and  so  connect- 
ed  with  the  dwelling  house  as  to  leave  an  unoccupied  space  of  thirty- 
two  by  forty  feet  between  the  same.  The  dwelling  house  was  built 
about  seventy-five  years  ago,  and  is  illy  constructed  and  very  incon- 
venient. It  is  occupied  by  the  superintendent  and  family,  officers, 
matron  and  convict  women. 

The  only  accommodations  that  can  be  allowed  the  superintendent 
and  family  are  two  small  rooms,  one  of  which  he  is  compelled  to  use 
for  an  office  for  the  transaction  of  prison  business,  while  his  wife 
must  use  it  for  a  sitting  room,  it  being  the  only  room  that  can  be 
used  for  that  purpose.  This  room  is  connected  on  the  one  side  with 
the  guard  .room,  and  the  building  is  so  constructed  that  ordinary 
conversation  can  be  heard  from  one  room  to  the  other,  with  the  doors 
closed.  Upon  the  other  side  it  is  connected  with  the  superintend- 
ent's sleeping  room  and  for  like  reason,  as  above  stated,  is  doubly 
faulty,  and  as  all  the  officers  have  access  to  this  room  it  is  impossible 
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to  have  it  in  any  de^ee  private.  No  other  room  in  the  building  can 
be  allowed  the  superintendent  and  family  as  tbey  are  fully  occupied, 
one  during  the  night  time  by  three  of  the  guai'ds  and  duiing  the  day 
time  by  three  of  the  night  watch,  allowing  but  one  or  two  hours  of 
the  twenty-four  for  the  beds  to  be  aired  or  tlie  room  to  be  ventilated 

The  kitchen  and  dining  room  are  in  the  basement,  while  they  are 
not  sufficient  by  one  half  to  accommodate  the  household. 

The  quarters  for  convict  women  are  far  from  being  suitable  for  the 
purpose  and  entirely  unfit  for  the  det.ention  of  a  desperate  woman. 
The  superintendtnt  would  only  feel  safe  w^ith  such  a  person,  so  far 
as  disturbance  and  fire  are  concerned,  with  an  officer  to  guai'd  her 
at  all  times. 

Your  committee  have  to  record  the  fact  that  there  is  no  water  closet 
or  piivy  connected  with  the  house  for  the  family  or  convict  women. 
Other  grievous  inconveniences  become  apparent  to  the  committee. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  laying  drain  pipes  from  the 
prison  to  the  Connecticut  River,  a  distance  of  2,700  feet,  with  fully 
100  feet  fall,  as  the  most  practicable  method  to  secure  perfect  drain- 
age. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  removal  of  the  "  south 
shop  "  and  erecting  in  place  thereof  a  new  building  away  from  the 
wall,  thereby  doing  away  with  one  guard,  at' a  saving  of  three  hun- 
dred (300)  dollars  per  annum,  or  the  interest  at  6  per  cent  of  five 
thousand  (5,000)  dollars ;  also  doing  away  with  the  old  wooden  build 
ding  which  is  now  used  for  an  engine  and  boiler  house  and  very 
much  in  need  of  repairs. 

The  recommended  new  shop  would  accommodate  all  the  convict 
labor,  and  do  away  with  one  keeper,at  a  savmg  to  the  State  of  three 
hundred  (300)  dollars  i^er  annum. 

Your  committee  would  farther  recommend  the  rebuilding  of  the 
dwelling  house  in  such  a  manner  as  to  connect  the  two  prisons,  with 
a  guard  room  on  the  first  floor  that  will  command  a  view  of  the  prison 
yard,  and  the  corridors  of  both  prisons.  This  is  a  very  important 
point  and  has  been  secured  at  all  the  prisons  in  New  England,  ex- 
ceptint^  those  in  Connecticut  and  Vermont  There  should  be  also 
provided  more  suitable  and  convenient  accommodations  for  the  su- 
perintendent and  .family,  who  are  required  by  the  act  of  1878  to 
"reside  within  the  precincts  of  the  prison  constantly." 

The  officers'  quarters  should  be  made  more  commodious,  while  the 
depaitments  for  female  convicts  should  be  especially  repaired  and 
enlarged. 

Your  committee,  after  a  thorough  examination  of  the  needed  al- 
terations and  additions,  and  after  a  careful  estimate  of  the  expense 
to  be  incurred,  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  as  the  smallest  amount  that  will  be  adequate  for  these 
purposes. 

Your  committee  would  recommend   the  passage  of  the  accompa- 
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nyiBi?  bill,  wliicb  explains  the  manner  in  which  they  would  recom- 
mend the  ext)enditure  of  this  appropriation.

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REPORT  OF  JOINT  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  LIBRARY. 

House  of  Representatives,  \ 
December  13th,  1880.     j 

7'o  the  General  Assernbly  now  in  session  : 

The  Joint  Coinmittee  on  the  Library,  to  whom  was  referred  Sea- 
ate  resolution  **  That  so  much  of  the  Govemor^s  Message  as  relates 
to  the  extension  of  the  Capitol  be  referred  to  the  Joint  Committee 
on  the  Library,"  report  that  they  have  considered  the  s<ime  and  re- 
spectfully submit  the  following  : 

At  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly  in  1876  its  attention  was 
called  to  the  inadequate  accomodations  provided  for  the  Library, 
the  collections  of  tiie  Vermont  Historical  Society  and  the  State  Cab- 
inet of  Natural  Histoiy. 

A  joint  resolution  was  passed  providing  for  the  appointment  of 
three  commissioners  "  to  devise  a  plan  for  the  better  accommoda- 
tions and  utility  of  the  State  Library,  the  State  Cabinet  and  the  col- 
lections of  the  Vermont  Historical  Society  and  to  prepare  designs 
and  make  estimates  of  the  same  and  report  to  the  next  Legisla- 
ture." 

Under  that  resolution  the  Hon.  Timothy  P.  Redfield,  the  Hon.  G. 
G  Benedict  and  the  Hon.  Roswell  Farnham  were  appointed  com- 
missioners. 

The  commissioners  thoroughly  investigated  this  whole  subject  and 
.  reported  their  conclusion  to  the  Legislature  of  1878.     Two  methods 
for  attaining  the  desired  end  were  suggested  in  their  report,  together 
with  plans  and  estimates  for  each. 

One  of  the  plans  contemplated  the  erection  of  a  separate  building 
at  an  expenditure  of  $65,000 ;  the  other,  an  extension  of  the  Capitol, 
at  an  expenditure  of  $75,000.  For  reasons  set  forth  at  length  in 
their  report  (on  page  480  of  House  Journal  for  1878)  "  the  commis- 
sioners,  after  full  consideration  of  the  advantages  and  disadvantages 
of  the  various  plans,  are  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  the  true 
course  to  be  taken  is  to  extend  \he  present  State  House  in  some 
manner." 

Your  committee  fully  coincide  with  the  commissioners  in  theii' 
opinion  in  reference  to  this  matter.  There  is  a  demand  for  addi- 
tional committee  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  Legislature.  Committees 
are  often  obliged  to  resort  to  the  Senate  Chamber  and  Representa- 
tives Hall  for  the  transactiion  of  business  connected  with  legisla- 
tion ;  and  are  sometimes  unable  to  secure  any  room  at  all. 

The  proposed  extension,  if  carried  oat,  will  afford  some  rehef  in 
this  direction,  and  to  some  extent  tend  to  facilitate  legislation.  The 
Library  now  has  shelf  room  for  about  12,000  volumes.  In  1858  it 
contained  3,500  volumes  exclusive  of  duplicates. 
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The  aooesfiions  have  averaged  six  or  seven  himdred  books  a  year 
«inee. 

The  trustees'  report  dated  December  10,  1880,  give  18,614  as  the 
number  of  bound  volumes  in  the  Library,  exclusive  of  duplicates 
and  pamphlets.  Between  six  and  seven  thousand  volumes,  not 
duplicates,  cannot  now  be  placed  on  the  shelves  in  the  Library. 
Part  of  these  books  are  piled  on  the  floor  in  the  alcoves  and  in  the 
Ifallery  above,  the  balance  of  them  is  stored  in  the  committee.rooms 
below  and  in  tiie  dome  over  the  vestibule  of  the  Representatives* 
HalL 

They  are  iieeessarily  inconvenient  of  access  and  to  some  iextent 
ttseless  for  purposes  of  investigation  and  consultation.  The  capacity 
of  the  dome  for  storage  pui-poses  is  already  exhausted ;  it  being 
>deemed  unsafe  to  place  any  greater  weight  in  that  part  of  the  build- 
iBg. 

The  books  on  the  floors  in  the  alcoves  and  gallery  are  so  placed  that 
many  of  those  on  the  shelves  cannot  be  readilv  reached  when  wanted. 
Those  in  the  dome  are  piled  up  and  scattered  in  a  way  that  renders 
it  difficult  to  find  what  is  sought  for. 

The  use  made  of  the  Libra^  has  increased  largely  in  the  past 
twenty  or  twenty- five  years.  The  development  of  new  and  varied 
interests  within  the  State  and  in  the  country  at  large  has  made  this 
a  necessity. 

As  the  indispensable  adjunct  of  the  Judiciary  and  of  the  Legisla* 
ture,  the  utility  of  the  Libi-ary  should  be  enhanced  by  all  proper  and. 
lawful  means. 

The  State  Cabinet  and  collections  of  the  Vermont  Historical  Soci- 
ety suffer  equally  with  the  Library  for  want  of  adequate  room. 
They  cannot  be  kept  much  longer  in  their  present  condition  without 
serious  damage  and  probable  loss.  It  is  utterly  impossible  to  prop- 
erly arrange,  exhibit  or  safely  preserve  these  valuable  collections  in 
the  limited  space  now  allotted  them. 

The  attention  of  the  Legislature  has  been  repeatedly  called  to  this 
mibject.  The  reasons  given  for  delay,  heretofore,  have  been  that  the 
times  were  hard  and  the  State  in  debt  These  reasons  do  not  exist 
now.  The  State  is  out  of  debt,  and  all  her  interests  in  a  pros- 
perous condition  and  likely  to  continue  so  for  a  term  of  years  to 
come.  * 

Is  it  wise  to  longer  postpone  this  matter!  Shall  we,  like  our  pre> 
decesBors,  push  this  question  further  into  the  future  and  thus  shirk 
our  own  responsibility  and  impose  it  upon  our  successors  f  Shall 
we  not  by  so  doing  assume  a  greater  responsibility — that  of  taking 
the  risk  of  serious  injury  or  loss  to  either  of  the  collections  inter- 
ested? They  are  of  inestimable  value  to  the  State.  Once  lost  they 
are  lost  forever.  No  amount  of  money  can  ever  replace  them.  The 
State  is  the  natural  and  legal  guardian  of  these  collections,  and  is  in 
duty  bound  to  properly  care  for  them. 

The  credit  of  the  State  stands  high  to-day,  and  the  amount  called 
for  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  extension  proposed  by  the  commission- 
ers in  1878,  need  not  necessarily  be  burdensoma    Its  payment  can 
be  extended  through  any  desired  number  of  years. 
36 
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In  the  decision  of  this  question,  consideration  for  the  futare  shonld 
be  regarded  as  well  as  the  present.  The  future  is  before  us,  the 
present  will  soon  be  behind  us.  Is  it  not,  then,  the  part  of  wisdom 
for  us  to  see  to  it  that  no  detriment  come  to  the  State  by  reason  of 
unwise  or  illiberal  legislation  at  our  hands  ?  "  There  is  that  scatter- 
eth  and  yet  increaseth  and  there  is  that  withholdeth  moi*e  than  is 
meet,  but  it  tendeth  to  poverty." 

Your  committee,  btin^  fully  convinced  that  the  best  interests  of 
the  State  demand  that  the  State  library,  the  State  Cabinet  and  the 
Vermont  Historical  Society  should  be  relieved  from  their  embarrass- 
ment, i-ecommend  that  such  leffislation  be  enacted  as  shall  carry  out 
the  plan  for  the  extension  of  tiie  State  House  pi-oposed  by  the  com- 
missioners and  submitted  to  the  Legislature  in  1878. 

And  your  committee  offer  the  accompanying  bill  as  a  part  of  their 
report  and  recommend  its  passage.

BEPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOLS, 
APPOINTED  BY  VERMONT  STATE  TEACHERS'  ASSOCI- 
ATION. 

To  the  CammiUee  on  EcluccUion 

of  the  General  Assembly  of  Vermont  : 

Gentlemen  : — On  page  22  of  the  last  report  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Education  you  will  please  find  a  copy  of  a  report  on  Normal 
Schools  made,  by  a  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  the 
Vermont  State  Teachers'  Association  at  its  last  session  in  August 
last  at  Bellows  Falls.  This  report  was  adopted  by  the  association, 
and  a  further  committee  was  appointed  to  present  the  report  and 
such  other  considerations  as  might  seem  appropriate  to  the  at- 
tention of  the  Legislature. 

This  report  was  drawn  by  gentlemen  who  are  praotioal  teachers, 
and  who  all  are  more  or  less  f^tmiliar  with  the  actual  work  of  the 
Normal  Schools  of  this  and  other  States.  Its  chairman  spent  con- 
sidei-able  time  during  the  last  year  in  visiting  and  perpcMially  inspect- 
ing the  work  and  condition  of  both  the  Normal  Schools  and  a  consid- 
erable number  of  the  academies  and  high  schools  of  the  State.  An- 
other member  of  that  conmiittee  is  the  principal  of  one  of  the  Normal 
Schools,  and  the  second  on  the  list  holds  the  office  of  Normal  Exam- 
iner. Their  opinion^  certainly  seem  entitled  to  some  weight  and  when 
these  judgments  have  the  almost  unanimous  endorsement  of  the 
most  experienced  teachera  in  every  grade  of  educational  work  in 
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Yermonti  there  appears  additional  reason  why  we  should  give  some 
heed,  at  least,  to  theii*  suggestions. 

Not  ito  discuss  the  question  whether  the  Normal  Schools  of 
Yermont  have  accomplished  all  that  could  reasonably  have  been 
exf>ecied  of  them,  it  is  cei*tainly  obyious  to  any  one  familiar  with 
these  schools  and  with  similar  schools  elsewhere  that  there  is  room 
for  great  improyement,  and  that  our  schools  do  not,  on  the 
whole,  V>ear  favorable  comparison  with  the  Normal  Schools  <5f  neigh- 
boring states  or  even  witii  those  of  the  western  states  of  our  own 
land.  One,  and  the  chief,  cause  is  to  be  found  ixx  the  meagre  sup- 
port afforded  by  the  State  to  our  own  schools,  the  best  equippai 
of  our  schools  receiving  only  one  fifth  the  average  annual  grant 
to  each  of  the  Normal  Schools  of  Massachusetts,  and  one- sixth 
of  the  yearly  appropriation  for  each  of  the  schools  of  New  York 
Missoilri,  which  a  few  years  ago  had  no  free  school  system,  and  no 
good  opportunities  for  education  for  the  masses,  is  now  far  ahead 
of  Yermont  in  her  provision  for  the  training  of  teachers  for  the  com- 
mon schools. 

The  question  of  the  utility  of  Normal  Schools  is  beyond  disputa 
In  Germany,  none  but  graduates  of  Normal  Schools  are,  with  rare 
exceptions,  permitted  to  teach  in  the  common  schools.  The  time 
of  special  preparation  for  teaching  is  there  uniformly  five  years. 
As  might  be  expected,  the  common  school  teachers  of  Oermany 
and  North  Switzerland  (where  a  like  system  prevails)  cannot  be 
matched  the  world  over.  France  is  rapidly  approaching  Ger- 
many in  the  oompleteness  and  thoroughness  of  her  eqmpment 
for  the  same  work,  while  England  is  remodeling  her  .whole 
system  of  public  instruction  in  dose  imitation  of  the  same  mod- 
■els.  The  special  training  of  teachers  for  their  work  is  the  prom- 
inenUy  superiar  feature  of  modern  education^  and  its  results  are 
the  most  satisfactory  where  it  has  been  the  longest  and  most  thor- 
oughly tfied. 

The  two  things  most  sorely  needed  by  the  Normal  Schools  of  our 
own  State  are. 

Firsts  A  better  State  support:  and 

JSe*3ondj  More  efficient  supervision  and  control.  . 

As  it  now  stands,  the  whole  management  of  these  schools,  finan< 
cial  and  otherwise,  is  virtually  &rmed  out  to  the  Principala  They 
take  the  funds  appropriated  by  the  State  and  make  the  best  of  them. 
The  question  of  making  ends  meet  must,  in  such  case,  absorb  con- 
tnderable  of  the  time  and  interest  of  even  the  most  unselfish  men. 
Assistant  teachers  are  employed  too  often  on  the  principle  of  economy 
iBStead  of  fitness  for  their  work,  and  there  is  an  eye  to  numbers  of 
pupils  rather  than  to  their  quality  and  aptness  for  receiving  and  im- 
partixm^  instructton. 

Then  comes  in  the  great  temptation  to  cover  too  much  ground. 
Our  schools  have  been  arranged  to  do  three  years'  work  when  their 
means  would  fairly  allow  them  to  do  only  one  or  two  years'  work 
well. 

It  is  a  question  whether  the  attempt  on  the  part  of  these  schools 
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te  graduate  two  dasses  yearly  is  not  a  grave  mistake ;  also  whether 
the  elementary  coarse  of  stady  ahoald  not  oocapy  at  least  two  years ; 
whether  the  standards  of  admission  and  graduation  should  not  be 
raised,  or,  at  least,  more  rigidly  adhered  to ;  and  whether  all  stu- 
dents at  these  schools  should  not  receive  free  tuition,  there  being 
at  the  same  time  a  limitation  of  the  number  of  each  class  to  thirir 
or  thirty-fLve  persons,  and  a  provision  that  those  graduates  fail- 
ing to  become  bona  fide  teachers  shall  repay  their  tuition,  and* 
that  only  those  persons  intending  to  teach  and  seeking  peculiar 
training  for  that  purpose  shall  be  admitted  to  the  schools.  All  are 
agreed,  we  believe,  that  the  teachers  at  these  schools  ought  to  be  of 
the  best  of  their  profession,  and,  uixless  for  exceptional  work,  to  have 
had,  if  i)os8ible,  the  very  best  training  of  the  sort  which  they  pro- 
pose to  give. 

But  all  these  are  matters  which  no  one  person  may  wisely  settle 
and  which  may  well  demand  the  wise  counsels  of  the  most  experi- 
enced of  teachers.  Hence  it  has  seemed  to  the  committee  which 
drew  this  report,  and  also  to  the  committee  charged  with  the  duty 
of  bringing  these  eoiiRiderations  to  your  attention,  that  a  more  per- 
manent board  of  control  should  be  provided  for,  whose  duty  it  should 
be  to  nominate  or  approve  all  permanent  teachers,  to  fix  salaries  of 
said  teachers  (in  conjunction  with  the  local  board),  to  arrange  courses 
of  study,  and  to  provide  the  terms  of  admission  and  graduation. 
This  board  might  consist  of  the  State  Superintendent  and  two  or 
four  other  practical  teachers,  each  of  the  latter  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Governor,  and  to  serve  not  less  than  two  years.

That  during  the  time  lapsing  since  their  last  report^  thej  have 
caused  such  surveys  to  be  made  of  many  of  the  public  waters  of  the 
State  as  would  enable  them  to  form  a  better  judgment  in  the  selectioii 
of  the  kinds  of  fish  most  apt  to  flourish  in  them.  These  surveys,  in- 
complete as  they  had  to  be  with  the  means  at  our  disposal,  sought 
information  concerning  the  area,  the  mean  and  maximum  depth,  the 
fauna  and  the  flora,  the  floor  and  the  water  source  and  supply  in  the 
lakes  and  pond  of  the  State.  Such  information  is  the  necessary  pre- 
requisit-e  of  intelligent  action  in  introducing  into  ponds  and  lakes 
fishes  not  natal  to  them. 

To  introduce  carnivorous  tribes  into  ponds  not  stocked  with  veg- 
etarian classes,  is  to  put  them  into  places  where  starvation  mil 
ensue.  To  put  the  Salmonid<je^  or  at  least  many  of  them,  into 
shallow,  shadeless  water  is  to  doom  them  to  death  from  excessive 
heat. 

The  few  accurate  surveys  which  we  have  been  able  to  have  made 
has  developed  the  fact  that  most,  if  not  indeed  all.  of  the  so-called 
bottomless  lakes  are  at  their  deepest  part  about  forty  feet  deep.  There 
may  be  some  deeper,  but  as  yet  we  have  not  found  them. 

Mr.  Barrett  of  your  commissioners  has  succeeded  in  making  such 
a  map  of  the  State  as  shows  with  considerable  accuracy  the  position 
of  the  various  public  waters  in  the  State. 

A  very  considerable  proportion  of  these  have  had  kinds  of  fishes 
new  to  them  introduced.  The  success  of  those  plantings  have,  in 
most  instances  which  we  have  been  able  to  investigate,  been  most 
gratifying.  Many  lakes  and  ponds  heretofore  yielding  nothing  worth 
the  mentioning  in  the  way  of  fish  food,  are  now  teeming  with  their 
thousands  of  the  young  of  the  valuable  classes. 

We  are  especially  gi^tified  to  be  able  to  report  that  that  most  de- 
licious winter  fish,  the  smelt.,  has  been  fully  established  in  every  lake 
into  which  they  have  been  placed  and  heard  fi'om.  Fortunately,  the 
people  living  near  the  lakes  where  the  smelt  are  growing  and  multi- 
plying have  not  yet  found  out  their  nature,  value,  or  tiieir  haunts, 
and  we  know  of  no  destruction  of  them  save  by  an  occasional  fisher, 
who  has  taken  them  at  the  mouth  of  some  cool  incoming  brook,  in 
nets,  for  the  purposes  of  bait. 
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When  they  come  to  be  established  wherever  there  is  a  fit  lodgment 
for  them,  that  event  alone  will  fully  pay  for  all  the  expenses  incurred 
aince  the  formation  of  the  commission. 

We  have  had  a  few  plantiogs  of  pike-perch  made  experimentally 
in  oar  larger  streams.  This  fish  is  found  in  the  streams  of  the  west, 
and  we  have  reason  to  hope  that  in  like  sti^eams  in  our  own  State 
they  may  be  induced  to  make  a  lodgment  It  may  be  that  we  may 
be  forced  to  distribute  eggs  in  place  of  adult  fish  accustomed  to  tran- 
quil waters  and  having  a  recollection  of  a  birth-place.  Such  adults 
are  more  uneasy  when  transported,  and,  impelled  by  this  instinct, 
are  apt  to  stray  far  in  search  of  their  native  spawning  groimds.  In 
the  transplantation,  we  have  endeavored  to  select  fish  just  on  the  eve 
of  spawning,  in  the  hope  that  the  impending  stergor  of  reprodoction 
might  force  them  to  spawn  in  short  ordei*,  and  before  they  could  leave 
the  sti^eams.  The  time  has  been  too  short  to  see  the  effect  of  the 
plantings  made. 

In  regard  to  the  plantings  of  the  Potomac  bass,  of  which  two 
were  made  two  or  three  years  aga  We  have  heard  of  some  being 
caught,  but  inasmuch  as  the  catching  of  them  is  an  offense  to  the 
law  the  parties,  for  prudent  reasons,  have  never  sent  us  any  speci 
men  for  identification.  *  We  cannot  be  sure  until  another  year,  but 
in  the  meantime  we  are  inclined  to  believe  that  they  have  effected  a 
lodgment 

The  landlocked  salmon  have  got  a  foothold  in  several  places.  We 
hear  of  their  being  occasionally  caught  Enough  is  known  to  render 
it  certain  that  the  young  fish  which  we  put  into  the  lakes  still  remain 
where  like  anybody  else  they  vnll  fight  out  the  battle  of  life,  and  the 
fittest  to  the  locality  vdll  survive. 

In  regard  to  salmon  we  have  simply  to  say  that  we  have  long  since 
eeased  to  make  any  expenditm^es  concerning  them ;  in  the  valley 
of  Lake  Champlain,  because  all  the  streams  appropriate  for  spawn- 
ing roads  are  rendered  inaccessible  by.  dams,  and  in  regard  to  the 
tributikries  6f  the  Connecticut  because  we  are  waiting  for  the  fishery 
interests  of  the  state  of  Connecticut  and  its  Legislature  to  show  some 
signs  of  a  sense  of  comiiy  and  justice  to  the  rights  of  Vermont,  and 
also  for  the  time  when  salmon  can-  ascend  the  fishway  at  Holyoke, 
Mass.,  all  of  which  we  are  disposed  to  regai'd  as  things  indefinitely 
postponed.

In  regard  to  the  present  laws  in  relation  to  the  capture  of  fish  in 
Lake  Champlaan,  as  well  as  in  other  lakes,  we  wish  to  bring  to  your 
attention  the  chaotic  state  of  our  present  legislation,  and  in  regard 
to  any  future  law  making,  to  suggest  that  there  are  other  people  in 
the  State  than  those  who  ''go  a  fishing,"  that  the  quantity  and  com- 
mercial value  of  the  products  of  our  fisheries  are  important  items  in 
the  wealth  of  the  realm. 
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We  have  to  suggest  that  the  laws  should  be  so  framed  that  they 
will  have  the  moraJ  support  of  public  opinion,  and  that  they  should 
be  so  arranged  as  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  all  classes  of  our 
citizens.  To  this  end  the  law  should  rigidly  protect  all  valuable  fish 
in  the  breeding  season,  and  allow  capture  by  any  reasonable  means 
at  other  seasons,  especially  in  Lake  Champlain.  In  the  smaller 
lakes,  where  the  jfood  products  are  not  so  important,  where  fishing 
■is  a  mere  pleasure-seeking,  net  fishing  should  be  entii*ely  abolished. 
Some  of  these  lakes^  like  Lake  Bomoseen,  are  resorted  to  by  hundreds 
of  people,  every  day  during  the  season,  and  attract  to  our  State 
a  great  number  of  people  from  adjoining  states,  who  dis- 
burse sums  of  money  in  their  pleasure  trips  far  exceeding  the  value 
of  the  fish  taken.  For  this  reason  in  such  ponds  the  law  should  be 
framed  to  improve  the  hook  fishing  and  to  abolish  spearing,  shooting 
and  netting. 

The  times  at  which  fish  spawn  is  dertermmed  by  climnte,  temper- 
ature, etc.  From  this  cause,  in  two  ponds  iif  the  stune  town,  the 
same  kind  of  fish  will  spawn  in  the  one  a  month  earlier  than  in  the 
other.  In  the  two  extremities  of  Lake  Champlain  ihere  is  a  differ- 
enee  in  the  spawning  time  of  the  same  kinds  of  fish,  l^en  again,  as 
before  intimated,  in  one  the  recreation  value  so  far  transcends  the 
food  value  (or  vice  versa)^  that  intelligent  legislation  requires  a  de- 
gree of  minuteness  of  detail  as  to  local  conditions  which  can  never 
be  had  by  a  body  changing  with  every  session. 

We  therefore  think  it  would  be  advisable,  except  in  the  case  of  Lake 
Champlain  and  streams,  that  the  management  of  the  matter  of  close 
time  and  modes  of  capture  should  be  remitted  to  the  towns  in  which 
the  waters  lie ;  or  to  some  local  authorities  or  commissioners.  To 
illustrate:  Suppose  that  the  Legislature  should  pass  a  law  that  no 
.class  offish  should  be  taken  in  any  way  during  its  spawning  seasoti, 
and  say  as  to  trout  the  close  time  shall  be  from 'the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember. Now  the  spawning  time  for  trout  on  the  higher  ranges  of 
the  Green  Mountains  begins  near  the  middle  of  August,  while  in  the 
lowlands  the  season  commeiKses  in  October.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
spawning  season  for  pike  and  bass  is  lUter  in  the  mountain  towns 
than  it  is  on  the  lowlands  of  the  Champlain  valley.  At  the  same  ele- 
vation there  is  a  week's  difference,  in  ordinary  seasons,  in  the  time  for 
spawning  between  the  southern  and  northern  extremities  of  the  State. 
It  is  not  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  members  of  the  Legislature 
are  all  fishermen,  all  of  whom  know  when  the  fish  spawn  in  their  re- 
spective towns,  and  therefore  it  had  better  be  left  to  towns  them- 
selves, or  some  local  authority,  to  determine  and  fix  the  close  season 
within  their  own  borders. 

Again :  the  town  of  Castleton,  for  example,  knows  best  whether 
it  is  for  the  public  interest  that  Lake  Bomoseen  shall  be  used 
in  the  interest  of  a  few  poachers  in  the  spring  and  a  few  net- 
fishermen,  or  should  be  conserved  to  the  use  of  hook  fisliermen  who 
throng  to  its  shores  all  the  season,  and  who  leave  amongst  the  people 
of  the  town  ten  times  in  money  the  food  value  of  the  fish  caught, 
and  have  the  fish,  besides.      Therefore  the  town  of  Castleton  is  the 
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befit  judge  of  the  proper  uses  of  the  lake,  and  should  be  allowed  to 
Tegnlate  them. 

The  law  in  regard  to  trespassing  on  private  proper^  for  the  par- 
pose  of  captnring  fish  and  game  has  now  been  in  operation  long 
enough  for  the  people  of  the  State  to  judge  of  its  value.  We  do  not 
propose  to  discuss  it  any  further.  We  would  reoonmiend  that  an 
aot  be  passed  making  a  cause  for  fine  or  other  penaliy  to  offer  for 
sale  trout  less  than  two  ounces  in  weight  When  small  fingerling 
trout  can  be  offered  for  sale,  the  temptation  to  take  them  in  neto 
(and  few  but  small  ones  are  taken  in  nets),  seems  too  great  for  resist- 
ance by  that  set  of  idle  boys  who  most  incline  to  that  sort  of  thing. 
The  practice  is  the  most  wanton  wastefulness,  and  acts  much  more 
efficiently  to  the  depopulation  of  our  streams  than  any  degree  of 
legitimate  fishing  would  do. 

An  account  of  all  the  expenditures  of  the  dommisaion,  and  the 
Toudiers  therefor,  are  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Auditor,  and  need 
not  be  recapitulated  hera

iiEPORT  PROM,  COMMITTEE  ON  ELECTIONS  ON  CLAREN- 
DON CONTESTED  ELECTION  CASR 

Majority  Report. 

To  the  House  of  Jiepresentatives : 

The  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  was  referred  the  remon* 
strance  of  Henry  Webb  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  others,  citi- 
zens of  Clarendon,  against  the  right  of  Noel  Potter,  the  returned 
member  from  said  Clarendon,  to  a  seat  in  this  House,  respectfully 
report  that  they  have  considered  the  same,  and  after  and  examina- 
tion of  the  testimony  produced,  find  the  following  facts : 

That  the  last  annual  freemen's  meeting  in  said  town  was  duly  and 
legally  convened  on  the  first  Tuesday,  of  September  last)  and  the 
same  was  continuously  and  regularly  held  until  about  5  o*dock  a.  ic. 
of  the  day  following  without  any  choice  of  town  representatiye, 
having  had  nineteen  ballots  the  result  of  the  last  of  which  was, 
Whole  number  of  votes  161 

Of  these  Noel  Potter  had  72 
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T¥hen  amotion  was  made  to  adjonte  said  meeting  withont  day ;  which 
motion  was  tried  bj  ballot  and  there  were  one  nimdred  and  two  in 
iaVor  of  adjoamng  to  fifty  two  against,  and  said  meeting  was  die- 
olared  by  the  constable  presiding  to  be  adjourned  or  dissolved. 

That  the  constable  very  soon  after  took  the  ballot  boxes  and  all  of 
the  records  of  said  meeting  and,  with  the  town  clerk,  left  the  hall 
where  said  meeting  was  held  and  went  to  the  said  town  derk  s  office 
and  locked  up  said  ballot  boxes  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  any 
farther  balloting. 

That  dnring  the  time  said  motion  to  adjourn  was  pending,  there 
were  numerous  public  and  persistent  protests  made  by  the  legal 
voters  at  said  meeting  against  the  right  of  the  majority  to  adjourn 
said  meeting. 

That  before  said  meeting  was  declared  adjourned,  and  also  after, 
several  legal  voters  offered  their  ballots  to  the  constable  and  insisted 
openly  upon  their  right  to  vote  for  and  elect  a  town  representative. 
TixBki  the  constable  refused  to  receive  such  votes,  and  pubUcly  de- 
clared that  he  should  take  no  more  votes.  That  these  votes  so  offered 
were  for  Noel  Potter,  the  returned  member. 

The  committee  also  find  that  several  persons,  legal  voters  at  said 
meeting,  openly  insisted,  at  the  time  said  meeting  was  declared  ad- 
journed and  continuously  thereafter,  upon  their  right  to  vote  for  and 
elect  a  town  representative,  and  that  the  constable  and  a  large  ma- 
jority of  the  legal  voters  in  said  town  had  full  knowledge  thereof 
beJore  they  left  said  hall. 

And  your  committee  further  find  th&t  immediately  after  the  con- 
stable and  town  clerk  left  the  platform  or  table  where  the  votes  had 
been  taken  during  said  meeting,  one  Moses  Kelley,  one  of  the  select- 
men of  said  town,  took  the  place  of  said  constable  and  publicly  de- 
clared that  be  would  take  votes  for  town  representative,  and  called 
upon  the  voters  present  to  forward  their  votes  for  such  officer. 

That  several  persons  then  present  did  come  forward  and  vote  for 
s^ach  officer  by  depositing  their  ballots  in  the  hat  of  sai^  Kelley 
which  the  said  Kelley  held  for  that  purpose ;  that  said  Kelley  did 
call  upon  the  voters  present  to  forward  their  votes  at  two  or  more 
oU^erent  times,  and  did  inquire  if  their  votes  were  all  in,  and  did 
give  a  reasonable  time  for  such  voting ;  and  did  count  the  votes  or 
ballots  thus  cast  and  found  that  the  number  of  votes  so  cast  was 
seven,  and  that  all  of  them  were  for  Noel  Potter,  the  returned  mem- 
ber ;  and  did  at  the  time  publicly  declare  the  said  Noel  Potter  elected 
to  such  office. 

The  committee  find  that  at  uo  time  previous  to  the  time  said  Pot- 
ter was  declared  elected  was  there  a  unanimous  consent,  on  the  part 
of  the  legal  voters  present,  that  said  meeting  might  be  adjourned  or 
dissolved ;  and  that  the  majority,  if  not  all  of  such  voters,  all  the 
time  knew  and  understood  that  no  such  consent  was  had  ;  that  the 
dissent  was  open,  public  and  notorious  during  all  such  time. 

The  committee  find  that  no  roll  of  the  names  of  the  persons  who 
voted  at  the  call  of  said  Kelley  was  kept  by  any  person,  and  none 
returned  to  the  town  clerk's  office  at  any  time. 
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The  oouuuittee  find  that  Biid  Kelle^T  was  called  upon  hr  80i»m  of 
the  leipal  yotera  present  at  «aid  meeting  to  come  forwaru  and  pre- 
aide  at  such  meeting  immediately  after  Uie  constable  refused  to  take 
Yotes  as  aforesaid,  and  that  be,  the  said  Eelley,  promised  to  do  so 
before  the  constable  left  the  hall,  and  did  sp  preside  at  the  time  he 
took  the  votes  above  mentioned. 

Your  committee  find  that  none  of  the  proceedings  on  the  part  of 
said  Eellej,  or  on  the  part  of  those  persoius  who  voted  at  his  oaIl» 
were  in  any  way  secret  or  exclusive ;  and  that  the  fact  that  said  Kel- 
ley  received  votes  and  declared  the  said  Noel  Potter  elected  to  the 
office  of  town  representative,  as  above  $%tated,  has  been  public  and 
notorious  in  said  town  of  Claiendon  ever  since  such  votes  were  taken 
and  ever  since  such  declaration  was  made  ;  and  that  the  persons  who 
so  elected  said  Potter  would  claim  and  insist  such  to  be  a  legal  elec- 
tion, has  been  equally  notorious. 

Your  committee— believing  that  the  right  of  a  freeman  of  this 
State  to  vote  for  and  elect  a  representative  to  represent,  in  this  House, 
the  town  of  which  he  is  an  inhabitant,  is  a  personal  and  not  a  cor- 
porate right ;  that  a  majority  have  no  right  to  disfranchise  the  mi- 
nority by  dissolving  a  freemen's  meeting,  and  that  no  such  meeting 
can  be  <Ussolved  otiierwise  than  by  the  universal  consent  of  all  the 
freemen  present — are  of  the  opinion  that  the  said  Noel  Potter  ia  en- 
titled to  his  seat  in  this  House. 

They  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  remonstrants  have  leave 
to  withdraw  their  remonstrance.

To  tke  Souse  of  Representatives  nmr  in  session  : 

The  minoi;ity  of  your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  remuD- 
sfcrance  of  Henry  Webb  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  one  legal  voters 
of  the  town  of  Clarendon  against  the  election  of  Noel  Potter,  the  re- 
turned member  from  said  town,  beg  leave  to  report: 

From  the  evidence  it  appeared  that  at  the  freemen's  meeting  there 
were  262  voters  at  one  ballot  for  representative,  and  on  the  question 
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of  adjournment  154  votes  were  east,  102  votes  being  oast  for  adjourn- 
*  ment  and  52  against  it.  The  votes  for  State  and  county  oflcers 
wfere  oounted  about  midnight.  There  had  beetf:eifffateen  baUdts  Tor 
town  repre^ntative,  but  no  election ;  and  when  i£e  motion  to  ad- 
journ was  carried  the  time  was  about  lialf  past  5  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing. At  the  last  ballot  the  returned  member  received  72  votes ;  at 
a  lormei'  ballot  he  had  i*eceived  82  vote& 

From  ten  to  fifteen  minutes  after  the  meeting  was  adjourned  the 
constable  and  town  clerk,  with  the  ballot  boxes  and  papers,  left  the 
hall  and  went  home,  followed  bv  all  of  the  candidate  for  represen- 
tative, including  Mr.  Potter  and  nearly  all  the  people  present 

From  the  testimony  of  W.  P.  Horton,  a  witness  for  the  returned 
member,  it  appeared  that  a  full  half  hour,  if  not  more,  must  have 
elapsed  from  tiie  time  of  adjournment  to  the  time  when  the  voting 
in  the  hat  bagau,  as  hereinafter  detailed.  The  witness  fixed  the  time 
by  his  watch.  It  appeared  that  at  this  time,  when  nearly  all  the 
voters  had  left  the  hall  and  when,  as  all  the  witnesses  fot  the  return- 
ed member,  except  Kelly,  said  that  there  were  not  more  than  from 
twenty  to  thirty  in  the  hall,  (the  witnesses  for  the  remonstrants  esti- 
mating the  number  fi*om  ten  to  twenty.)  Moses  W.  Kelly,  third  se* 
lectman  of  the  town,  took  off  his  hat  and  said,  iuja  voice  audible  only 
to  those  standing  within  a  few  feet  of  him,  that  he  would  receive 
votes  for  town  representative  in  it,  that  seven  votes  were  written  by 
Bollin  Horton  and  were  deposited  in  the  hat  It  appeared  that  ail 
of  said  votes  had  the  name  of  Noel  Potter  on  them.  It  appeared 
by  parol  testimony  that  one  vote  was  cast  bv  Oeotge  Ridlon  and 
another  by  Rollin  Horton.  It  did  not  appear  by  whom  the  remain- 
ing votes  were  oast  Mr.  Kelly  denied  voting  in  the  hat  and  it  ap'- 
p^tred  that  he  did  not. 

Mr.  Kelly  testified  that  after  counting  the  votes  and  ascertaining 
that  there  were  seven  of  them,  he  threw  them  away,  and  such  is  the 
fact  No  roll  was  kept  of  the  nam^s  of  those  whb  voted  in  the  hat 
by  any  one,  although  Hanibal  Hodges,  a  justice  of  the  peace  inr  said; 
town,  was  present  and  under  the  stotute  it  was  his  duty  to  keep  a/ 
roll.  If  Kelly  called  upon  the  votei-s  to  forward  their  votes  or  de- 
clared that  he  should  turn  his  hat  and  count  the  votes  in  five  min- 
utes or  declared  that  Mr.  Potter  was  elected,  it  appeared  ^at  he  did 
so  in  so  inaudible  a  voice  as  not  to  be  beard  bv  any  one  except  tliose> 
standing  in  his  immediate  vicinity  in  the  hall  The  hall  is  a  rooD» 
about  80x50  feet  Two  of  the  windows  were  open  on  the  aide  toward 
the  entrance  to  the  hall.  From  fifteen  to  twenty  persons  were  oik 
the  steps  and  near  them  on  that  side,  none  of  whom  heard  anytiiiag^ 
4o  indicate  that  any  voting  was  gojpg  ot.  Mr.  Hodges,  a  withSia 
for  the  returned  member,  was  in  the  hall  during  the  entire  voting 
and  heard  Mr.  Kelly  say  nothing  except  that  he  would  receive  votes,, 
and  three  other  witnesses  were  in  the  hall  during  the  entire  time 
who  heard  nothing  to  indicate  that  Mr.  Kelly  was  presidtng  over  oby 
meeting.  One  witness  who  voted  in  the  hat  said  the  voting  was- 
brought  to  an  abmpt  close  by  Mr.  Hodges  saying  that  people  were 
coming  hack  up  the  staiis  and  would  dect  some  one  they  did  not 
want.     Mr.  Hodges  was  questioned  about  this  and  answered  thai  if 
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he  did  say  so  it  was  a  mere  matter  of  opinion,  bat  did  not  denj  say- 
ing  it 

The  town  clerk  being  inquired  of  by  the  SecretiUy  of  State  for 
the  name  and  residence  of  the  member  elect  made  a  return  to  him 
of  '^no  election."  A  witness  testified  that  he  afterwards  inquired  of 
Mr.  Potter  if  he  intended  to  claim  that  he  was  elected.  Mr.  Potter,B 
answer  was  that  he  should  consider  it  disgraceful  to  do  so  under  the 
circumstances.     Mr.  Potter  did  not  deny  this. 

William  Walker  swore  tliat  Kelly  told  him  some  two  weeks  after 
the  election  that  the  voting  began  in  fun  and  ended  in  fun,  and  Kelly 
on  the  stand  admitted  that  as  he  was  holding  the  hat  he  '^  began  to 
think  that  it  was  in  fun."  Kelly,  on  the  day  before  this  conversation 
with  Walker,  made  out  the  certificate  of  election  for  Potter,  dating 
tlie  certificate  back  to  the  8th  of  September.  W.  P.  Horton  testified 
that  he  was  present  a  few  minutes  before  half- past  6  o'clock  a.  m.»  in 
the  town  hall  and  just  before  the  vote  upon  the  question  of  adjoi:dii- 
ment  was  declared.  He  then  left  the  haJl  and  was  absent  at  the 
depot  from  that  time  until  6  o'clock,  when  he  returned,  remaining  in 
the  hall  five  or  ten  minutes,  during  which  time  Kelly  had  not  begun 
to  receive  votes.  This  same  Horton,  soon  after  this  meeting,  wrote 
the  Secretary  of  State  as  follows :  *'  Immediately  upon  the  d^aia- 
**•  tion  that  the  meeting  was  adjourned,  I  asked  one  of  the  selectmen 
*'^  to  preside  at  the  meeting  and  receive  votes,  and  he  did  so.  There 
"  was  only  a  moment  s  intermission  after  the  constable  declared  the 
"  meeting  adjourned  before  votes  were  received ;  the  people  had  not 
^^  loft  the  haJl  and  did  not  until  it  was  announced  by  the  selectman, 
"*'  as  presiding  officer,  that  Noel  Potter  was  elec*ted." 

This  letter  of  Horton  deceived  the  Secretary  of  State  into  the  be- 
hef  that  it  contained  a  true  statement  of  the  case. 

The  same  Horton,  on  the  Monday  before  the  Legislature  con- 
vened,  made  out  from  information  he  said,  and  deposits  in  the 
town  clerk's  office  in  Clarendon  a  so  called  roll  of  those  persons  who 
voted  for  Mi*.  Potter.     This  was  not  produced  before  us  and  no  ben 
efit  was  claimed  from  it 

From  the  foregoing  facts  it  appears  to  the  minority  of  your  com- 
mittee that  the  persons,  whoever  they  tnay  be,  who  finally  voted  in 
.  the  hat  for  the  returned  member,  did  not  at  the  time  the  meeting 
was  declared  adjourned,  nor  afterwards,  do  anything  to  fEurly  indi- 
<3ate  to  tb^  154  or  more  voters  present  at  the  time  of  me  adjournment 
that  they  intended  to  continue  the  voting.  This  must  be  so,  other- 
wise the  majority  of  tlie  freemen,  including  the  adherents  of  all  the 
candidates  and  ^1  the  candidates  themselves,  including  Mr.  Potter, 
would  not  have  left  the  haJl  and  abandoned  the  contest  It  was, 
without  doubt  the  common  understanding  of  the  voters  that  the 
meeting  was  at  an  end.  This  so-called  election  was  without  any  fadr 
warning  te  the  legal  voters  in  the  town  and  was,  moreover,  so  con 
ducted  as  to  give  no  opportunity  to  the  majority  of  voters  present 
to  cast  their  ballote.  It  was  in  all  respects  so  informal,  irr^^nlar 
and  illegal  as  to  furnish  no  grounds  for  the  claim  that  the  returned 
member  was  elected  according  to  law.  The  voting  in  the  hat,  which 
was  begun  as  a  farce,  should  not  be  permitted  to  end  in  fraud. 
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And  therefore,  intending  to  express  no  opinion  npon  the  right  to 
adjoom  a  freemen's  meeting  before  electing  a  town  representative 
and  regarding  that  as  a  subordinate  issue  m  this  case,  the  minoritj 
of  TOur  committee  reports  the  following  resolution : 

liesolved,  That  Noel  Potter,  the  returned  member  from  the  town 
of  Clarendon,  was  not  legally  elected  a  representative  from  that  town. 
and  is  not  ^entitled  to  his  seat

the  town.

STATEMENT.  • 

lo  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  SteOe  of  VemkovU  : 

We  oppose  a  city  charter  embracing  the  whole  township  of  Rut- 
land for  the  following  reasons,  viz. : 

The  township  is  a  very  large  one ;  it  extends  from  seyen  to  eight 
miles  east  and  west,  and  six  and  one  half  north  and  south.  The 
village  is  south  and  east  of  the  Center.  It  has  grown  up  as  a  railroad 
point  and  centre  of  trade.  The  principal  interests  of  the  township  ar& 
fonuing  and  quarrying,  neither  of  which  find  their  chief  niaiket  in 
the  viluige.  We  have  purchased  of  them  much  more  than  we  have 
sold  to  them,  and,  while  we  rejoice  in  their  prosperity,  yre  claim  we 
have  contributed  more  to  it  than  we  have  drawn  from  it     We  have 
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<^eerft]]l7  paid  oar  town  taxes,  tbaugh  these  have  been  made  lsr]ger 
by  the  demands  of  a  iifnowing  village  for  expensiye  improTementa, 
bj  its  larger  share  of  the  cost  for  the  support  of  the  poor  :  so  many 
in  a  large  Tillage  being  thrown  out  of  work  in  the  winter,  or  in  hard 
times,  and  so  many  transient  poor  finding  their  way  to  a  railroad 
center  ;  by  damages  from  defective  sidewalks,  and  in  other  ways  not 
incident  to  a  rural  community.  We  have  recently  shared  iu  building 
an  expensive  town  hall  and  ofSces  in  the  village,  though  previously 
the  meetings  were  held  in  alternate  years  at  West  Rutiand,  and  we 
have  a  town  hall  there  now  unused,  and  though  by  this  change  sev- 
eral hundred  of  the  voters  are  obliged  to  tiavel  from  four  to  eight 
miles,  and  pass  several  dangerous  crossings. 

We  oppose  the  whole  plan  and  idea  of  a  city  chart>er  to  include 
the  whole  town  no  matter  what  its  provisions  may  be. 

We  admit  the  inconvenience  of  our  present  large  town  meetiugs, 
but  we  prefer  to  submit  to  this  for  a  day  or  two  in  each  year  rather 
than  to  the  dangers  and  evils  of  a  city  organization,  which  we  be- 
lieve would  be  constantly  increasing,  and  from  which  our  posterity 
would  suffer  even  more  than  we  shall.  It  is  self  evident  that  the 
wants  and  requirements  in  the  way  of  municipal  government  of  a  vil- 
lage of  eight  thousand  inhabitants  upon  one  square  mile  of  territory 
cannot  for  a  lon^  time  be  in  accord  with  those  of  a  rural  population 
of  four  thousand,  scattered  over  more  than  forty  square  miles,  and, 
in  the  natural  order  of  things,  this  diversity  of  interests  must  in- 
crease with  the  growth  of  the  village. 

A  town  government  is  fixed  by  general  statute,  and  applies  to  all 
towns  alike,  and  is  not  subject  to  changes  unless  fdl  are  changed 
We  know  just  what  we  are  to  have.  A  city  chaiter  is  a  special  one, 
applying  only  to  one  city,  and  subject  to  special  amendments  by  the 
Legislature  at  any  time,  and  it  is  idle  to  suppose  that  the  wants 
of  the  majority  would  not,  in  time,  shape  it  to  suit  themselves. 

No  matter  how  favorable  and  plausible  it  may  look ;  no  matter 
how  carefully  our  rights  may  seem  to  be  guarded,  we  know  that  con- 
flicting interests  must  arise,  and  that  amendments  will  be  asked  for, 
and  we,  the  minority,  having  once  consented  to  the  union,  wiU  be 
powerless  to  help  ourselves.  The  hasty  and  inconsiderate  marriage 
vrill  be  easier  than  the  divoioe,  and  we  ask  that  we  may  not  be  forced 
into  it  against  our  consent 

No  matter  what  provisions  are  now  made,  we  believe  we  should  be 
sufferers  by  large  and  unequal  taxation  in  the  end.  We  believe  we 
should  not  have  as  good  government  as  we  now  have.  The  farmers 
now  meet  together  from  the  whole  tovm,  and  their  influence  is  felt, 
\)VLi  under  the  city  they  would  be  scattered  in  wards  and  could  have 
little  weight 

We  beueve  a  town  government  pore  and  simple,  is  the  best  one 
ever  devised  by  man  for  us.  A  town  charter  was  granted  our  fiatheiB 
a  hundred  years  ago ;  they  lived  under  it  and  transmitted  it  to  us. 
We  hope  to  live  and  die  under  the  same  form,  and  hand  it  down  to 
our  children.  We  know  all  about  it ;  oti^  duties  and  liabilities  knd 
th'os^'of  the  officers  we  elect     We  know  the  laws  and  customs  which 
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gorem  them  and  us.  We 'need  no'  other  and  do  not  want  to  try  any 
experiments ;  the  proposed  plan  is  an  experiment^  and  without  preoe- 
dent  in  the  State 

We  do  not  wish  to  jarive  up  entirely  the  exercise  of  onr  political 
rights  of  town  citizenship,  with  the  mere  exception  of  dropping  a 
bfi^ot  for  a  ward  officer  who  shall  act  for  us  in  all  town  matters. 
We  believe  in  the  safeguards  of  an  open  town  meeting,  with  the  bus- 
iness  to  come  before  it  duly  notified  in  the  warning,  so  that  we  can 
discuss  it  among  ourselves  in  advance,  and  oppose  or  lavor  it  in  open 
meeting  as  we  please. 

We  know  this  has  become  inconvenient  from  the  growth  of  the 
village,  but  less  so  for  those  who  are  right  at  their  homes  than  for  us 
who  are  miles  away.  It  is  their  growth  and  tk6ir  necessities  which 
caU  for  a  change,  and  not  ours,  and  we  submit  that  they  should  ask 
it  for  themselves  alone,  if  at  all,  and  leave  us  our  present  chartered 
rights,  which  are  ample  for  our  wants. 

We  ask  that  the  rights  of  a  minority,  embracing  with  substantial 
unanimity  more  than  thxee  fourths  of  the  territory  of  the  town,  may 
be  respected.  It  would  be  unjust  to  us  to  refer  the  matter  to  a 
-vote  of  the  town.  The  village  can  out  vote  us,  and  though  we  be- 
lieve many  oi  its  citizens  agree  with  U8>  and  it  might  possibly  be  de- 
feated, even  then  it  would  lead  to  a  heated  contest  and  leave  lasting 
divisions  If  adoped,  it  would  be  an  unprecedented  injustice  to  a 
minority,  and  instead  of  settling,  would  merely  open  a  vexed 
question,  which  would  be  sure  to  come  before  the  Legislature 
at  every  recmTing  session  until  our  charter  was  restored.  Our 
remonsti-ance  was  not  circulated  in  the  village,  and  has  but  one  sign- 
er from  there. 

It  is  almost  unanimous  in  the  western  portion  of  the  town,  a  ter- 
ritory six  and  a  half  miles  long  and  foar  .miles  wide,  a  farming  and 
quarrying  section,  with  three  villages  and  post  offices,  West  and 
Center  Rutland  and  Sutherland  Falls,  and  a  total  population  of  over 
thirty  five  hundred.  Also  in  the  north  east  quarter  of  the  town, 
north  of  the  village,  embracing  twelve  square  miles  and  six  school 
dist^ricts ;  also  in  the  South-eastern  portion.  Both  of  these  are  farm- 
ing communities. 

We^  ask  you  to  protect  the  rights  of  a  minority.

tions, assemble  in  their  usual  plaMS  of  worship  for  prayer,  dianks- 
^ving  and  praise.

We  know  not  the  future.  Seedtime  and  harvest  and  the  snows  of 
winter  have  come  and  gone  in  contianotiB  succession  and  infinite  va- 
riety from  the  dawn  of  the  world's  history  until  the  present  time, 
yet  no  human  foresight  can  tell  us  that  we  shall  SLfrsdn  plant  in  peace 
and  quiet  and  reap  in  abundance  and  contentment  We  may  hope 
so  to  <lo ;  but  commotions  of  the  people,  disturbances  in  nature, 
mobs,  strikoH,  riots,  tempests,  hail,  drought,  flood  and  pestilence 
may  prevent.  These  afflictions  no  man  can  foretell  although  he  may 
be  able  to  compute  the  motions  of  the  stars.  If  we  rely  upon  hu- 
man judgment  alone  we  are  in  despair.  Our  only  hope  is  in  the 
goodness  of  the  great  Creator  of  the  universe,  who  cares  for  the  bod- 
ies as  well  as  the  souls  of  men,  and  who  shows  Himself  in  nature  as 
He  has  revetiled  Himself  in  His  word.

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PlibPOSED  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENTS. 

The  following  ai'e  the  AmendmeHtB  to  the  State  Cbnstitation  pro> 
poBed  at  the  last  session  ol  the  Le^slature.  They  will  be  consid- 
ered by  the  next  Legislature,  and  if  approved  by  that  body  will 
then  be  submitted  to  the  po^Milar  yote  of  the  people,  and  if  accepted 
¥nll  become  a  part  of  the  Constiution : 


ReUUing  to*repritm.%  romrmUationa  wid  pardons  : 
ARTICLE . 

The  Gbvemor  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  and 
to  grant  reprieves,  commutations  and  pardons  after  conviction  for 
all  offenses,  except  treason  and  impeachment,  upon  such  conditions 
and  with  such  restriction  and  limitation  as  he  may  think  proper,  sub- 
ject to  such  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  relative  to  the 
manner  of  ap^ying  therefor ;  but  in  case  of  conviction  of  murder 
no  pardon  shall  be  granted  nor  sentence  commuted  except  upon  the 
recommendation  in  writing  of  a  board  consisting  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  Secretary  of  State  and  three  Assistant  Judges  of  tiie  Su- 
preme Court  appointed  by  the  Chief  Judge,  or  any  four  of  such 
board  after  a  full  hearing  upon  due  public  notice  and  in  open  ses- 
sion ;  and  such  recommendation,  with  the  reason  therefor  at  lengthy 
shall  be  recorded  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Upon  conviction  of  treason  he  shall  have  power  to  suspend  the 
execution  of  the  sentence  until  the  case  shall  be  reported  to  the 
General  Assembly,  which  shall  either  pardon,  commute  or  direct  the 
execution  of  the  sentence,  or  grant  fuiiher  reprieve.  He  shall  bien- 
nially report  to  the  General  Assembly  each  case  of  reprieve,  comma  < 
tation  or  pardon  granted,  stating  the  name  of  the  convict^  the  crime 
of  which  he  was  convicted,  the  sentence  and  its  date  and  the  date  of 
the  sentence,  commutation  or  reprieve. 


Requiring  an  additional  ocUh  of  members  of  the  General  Aa^ 
sembly : 

ARTICLE . 

Sec.  1.  The  Bepresentatives  having  met  on  the  day  appointed  b  j 
law  for  the  commencement  of  a  biennial  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly, and  chosen  their  Speaker,  and  the  Senators  having  met  shall* 
before  they  proceed  to  buniness,  take  and  subscribe  the  following 
oath,  in  addition  to  tiie  oath  now  prescribed: 

"  You, ,  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  did  not 

at  the  time  of  your  election  to  this  body,  and  that  yon  do  not  now 
hold,  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  the  authority  of  Cv>ngrea% 
so  help  you  God  (or  in  any  cai>e  of  an  affirmation)  under  the  pains 
and  penalties  of  perjury." 
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Sec.  2.  The  word  '*  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  the  authority  of 
ijongress,"  shall  be  construed  to  mean  any  office  created  directly  or 
indirectly  by  Oongress  and  for  which  emolument  is  provided  from 
the  treasury  of  the  United  States.

ARTICLE . 

The  manufactiu^  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  other  than  cider 
and  wine  ma^e  from  the  fruits  of  this  State,  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
forever  prohibited,  except  for  medicinal,  chemical  and  mechanical 
purposes  ;  and  the  sale  of  cider  and  wine  made  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
80  regnlated  and  restrained  as  to  prevent  diiinkenness,  pauperism 
ani  crime. 

It  is  hereby  enjoined  upon  the  General  Assembly  to  make  the 
foregoing  provisions  effective  by  requisite  legislative  action.
